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Crown of Aragon, the Soveraignty of Navarre 
was velied in Garcia Kaymir Grandchild of Gar- 
cia de Nagera, and Son of Raymur the Uſurper 
abovementioned ; ſo that the Right of this De- 
ſcent ſo fortified his Title , that he aſcended the 
Throne of Navarre as the dire& Heir of that 
Kingdome, from whom the tranſmiſſon of De-

by Diego de Ordas, Anne Dom. 1531. furnith- 

ed with a Patent for the Conqueſt of this Track, 

by Chaxlesthe fifth, but milling the true Chan- 

nel , and being not able to level thoſe Difficul- 

ties Which did intercept his Detign , he returnzd 

into Spain, effeRing nothung, but opening the 

way to others, Followed herein by Hierome de 

Ortal, Anno 1533. and after Anne 1536. by 

Herrera , Who advanced his progrefſe farther 

then the . others » and finally by Gonſalvo Xi- 

wrenes de Queſada : and Antonia Berreo, with 

more auſpicious Fortune waiting upon their de- 

figns, who conmmencing their Journy from, the

But 
yet not perfeAly Diſcovered untill the Year 
1595. in which Sir Welter Raleigh having taken 

Priſoner this Antonio Berres, and taking an Ac- 
count of him of his Expedition , reſolved up-

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on the undertaking, and ſearched (6 Far into the 
Country , by the courſe and ConduR of this 
River, that ſbff\e have ſince impoſed the Name 
of Raliava upon it. The bukieſſe next year 
was proſetuted by Capt, Lawrence Kemis, who 
by the Influence and employment of Sic Falter 
Raleigh etnbarqued himſelf in that Artempe , 
but rhe on » having uhtavel'd his Deſign , 
diſperſed and ſcattered the Natives which fa- 
vored the Engliſh, and made good their Inte- 
reſt here with ſuch vigorous oppoſition, that he 
was forced to return without any other effeR of 
his Journy then the finding out ttie true Mouth 
of th: River of Orenoque , Which owes it {elf 
to his Diſcovery. After this the Span;ards the 
mor2 to ſecure their Coricerntnent here, erected 
Sr. Thome, fituate on the ttlaih Chaniiel of the 
River, a Town conſiſting ir the Bulk of it bur 
of 140, Hoaſes, ſtretched out in extent ( though 
meanly built ) the diſtahee of half a mile, which 
in th: Year 1617. was ſatk'd by Sit Walter Ra- 
leigh, not without the loſſe of his Son and a 
conſiderable part of his Fotces , who at his re- 
turn into England, toexpiate this Aﬀeront offer- 
ed to the Speniurd, Was &xcuted uporr a former 
Attainder Ofob. 29. 1618. though ſome Law- 
yers of that Age did afſert, that the invefiing him 
by Commiſſion with the power of General, did 
abſolve him from all former guilt of High Trea-

&d by the "Hollander, but being abandoned not 
long after, it was repoſſeſſed by the Spamard , 
and remains in obedience with the Country ad- 
Jacent at this inſtant under the Crown of Sparn, 

There is an Iſland at the Mouth of the River 
of Orenoque Called Trimdado, or [nſula Trin- 
ratts, being ſituated oppolite to Parte, fron 
whichieis divided by a Frith ar Straight by Co- 
lumbus,” who in his third Voyage Anne 1497. 
_ firſt diſcovered this Iſland called Boca de/ Dra- 
£9, or the Dragons mouth, from the Difficulty 
and danger of the paſſage of it, the Frith or 


Straight 1s but three miles oyer, yet made more 


narrow by the Interpoſition of four or five lit- 
tle Tlands , which the Sea breaks thorough with 
oreat impetuouſneſſe, leaving only two entran- 
ces for Shipping into the Gulf, called the Gulf 


of Paria, There is nothing more memorable ' 


in the ſtory and fortunes of this Iſland, but that 
it abounds with Maiz , Sugar-can:s , Cotren- 
wooll, excellent Tobacco, tufhciencie of Fruit 
and Cattel for the uſe of the Natives, and ſome 
Yeins of Gold and other Metals, as likewiſe 

ſuch 
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ſuch abundance of Pitch that innumerable Ships 
might be laden wirh it, but that it is conceived 
to be unfit for the Calking of Ships, becauſe ic 
loftens in the Sun : The.principal Town of the 
Ifland is Se. Joſeph's,patch'd up of forty Houſes, 
yet the Spamſh Governaur who hath here his Re- 
fidence, beſides this l{land, firetches his Com- 
mand ( as is intimated by tis Titles ) over the 
two Provinces of E! Dorado and Guiaza. 
Paraguay is bounded on the South with Aa- 
gellanica, on the Eaſt with the main Arlamtich., 
onthe North with Braf, on the Welt ic is ſhut 
in with ſome unknown Countries that interpoſe 
between it and Chile. It hath borrowed this 
Appellation from Paraguay one of the greateſt 
Rivers in the World which runneth through this 
Province, which with the adjacent Country is 
by the Spaziards chriſtned by the Name of Rs 
de Plata, from the great abundance of Silver 
they expeRed from it. | 
It is divided into the three Provinces of Ko 
de Plata, Tucuman, and S. ( rux de Sterra. 
The Soil is.productive of Maiz, Wine, Sugar- 
Canes, and other «Americas Fruits ; bleſt with 
an increaſe of Cattel , eſpecially of Kine and 
Horſes brought out of Sp«:n;multiplying here to 
2 trange Improvement : Not unfurniſhed or 
Mines of Brafle and Iron , ſome Veins of Gold 
and Silver , and great plenty of Amethilts. It 
contains likewiſe great plenty of Stags, and of 
Monkeys incredible numbers ; not to ſay any 


thing 
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thins of Lions , Tygers, and other ſuch deftru- 
Rive Animals, a few of this noxtous Repilicr 
being thought too many. - 

T heſe Provmces were firſt Diſcover'd by Joh, 
Dia de Solis, Anno 1515. Afterwards the Dil- 
covery was reduced to a more eminent Perfe&ti. 
on by a farther proſecution by Sebaſtian Cabot, 
. Inthe Year 1526. but wanting that happy Con- 
clufion that a Defign of this nature did- ſeem to 
exact, its Diſcovery was reaflum'd by Pedro de 
 Mendeſa in the Year 1535. but ill his under- 
takings were not ſo matur'd and digeſted bur that 
they were left to be brought to a final period by 
Alvaret Nonnez , who in the Year 1 540. ha- 
ving fully perfeed the Diſcovery and Conqueſt 
of theſe Territories , hath left the Poſſeſſion e- 
ver ſince to be enjoyed by the ſucceeding Kings 
of Spas.

Mountzinous and unfruitfull, towards the Sea-. 
ſide levell and fertile, made fo by Rivers diftil- 


ling from the Mountains, productive of Maiz, 
Wheat, and excellent Pattnrage , not defe&tive 
In plenty of Gold, abundance of Hony, ftore of 


Cattel, 
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Cattel, and Wine enough for the uſe of the peo- 
ple; the Vines and all other Plants which are 
tranſported hither out of Spain, enriching the 
Induſtry of the Inhabitants with a thriving and 
lucceſsful Fertility. The People are of a white 
Complexion , bur ſhaggy Hair d like the reſt of 
the Savages, of a tall and Gigantick ſtature, well 
conditioned and qualified unlefſe provaked, they 
are Armed with Bows and Arrows, and are atti- 
red with the Skins of Beaſts, the Climate exat< 
ing it; this Country being called Chile from the 
word Chill, which in more Tongues than ours, 
doth fignifie Cold ; indeed the Air of this Terci- 
tory 1s ſo expoſed to the violence of Froſts, 
that many times both Horſes and Men are con- 
ccaled, and hardned like a peice of Marble. 
It is divided into Chile,p:operly ſo called, and 
HMagellanica, The firk Province was diſco- 


 vered by Almagro de Acivarado , but Conque- 


red by Baldrvia, Anno 1544. And he with the 
concurrent Aſſiſtance of Garcias de Mendona , 
the more to.ſecure the Spaxiſh Acquilts in this 
Track , about the Year x551. ſtrewed it with 
the Colonies of Serena, St. Jago Delos Confines, 
Imperiale ( fo tiled by the Spaniards, becauſe 
they found on the Dores of ſome Houſes an Ea- 
ele inſculped in wood, the Relique perchance of 
ſome German Ship-wrack) Villa Rica, Batdi- 
via Oforuo, Caſtro, St. Tuan de la Fromera, and 
other Colonies ; and though the Savages(worried 
by ſomeAfﬀeonts of the Spaniards)flew to _ 
a 
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and not only in a {ucceisful Encounter {lew Bai- 
divia , but about the Years 1 599. and 1604. 
being better furniſhed with Military proviſions, 
Sacked th Town of Baldivia, rd Imperiale 
to ſurrender without Conditions, and reduced 
Oforno by Famine , yet in Times tubſequent to 
this , the Spaniards to vindicated their Intereſt 
here, that a conſiderable part of this Province 
is yet held in Obedience to the Spaniſh >cepter. 
Aagellamcais a Province which for the molt 
part 15 not onely interlaced and banch'd out 
with Mountains, but condemned to Cold and 
Barrenneſſe , abounding with Men of a huge 
proportion and Gieantick Stature. It was (tt- 
kd to from the dangerous Gulf or Straight which 
waſhes the South parts of it, and was Diſco- 
vered by Ferdinand Magellan 1520, But the 
firft diſcovery being imperfe&, it was endevour- 
ed tobe improve by Don Pedro de Sarmiento , 
who entered the Culf 1584: andplanted two 
Colonies on the molt convenient parts of that 
Straight which he named Nombre de Jeſus, and 
Cividad del Roy Philip, which he refolv'd to for- 
tifie and ſtore with Canon. But Winter ap- 
proaching, he left his Men, promiting to ſupply 
them upon his return with a Rectuit of neceſſa- 
ry Proviſions to 1nforce their tncreefing hopes ; 
but after ſtruggling with many Storms , Ship- 
wrecks, and dilappointments » his unhappy Fate 
caſt him into Captivity under Sir Walter Ra- 
leigh , (o that his two Plantations (hrunk into 
Ruine, 
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Ruine , the men either mouldering away with 
Dijeates, or elle being deſtroyed by the Savages; 
io that tne Deſign of Planning this Province hath 
ever fince been abandon=d. 

Peru is bounded on the Faſt with that vaſt 
Chain of Mountains they call the Andes on the 
Welt with fare del Zur , on the North with 
'omÞ part of the Realm of New Granada, on 
che South with Chule. Ir hath extrated its Name 


from the River Peru, which being. one of the 


hrlt of Note the Sp.aziards met with in their pur- 
tuit of this Country, invited them to impoſe this 
Name upon the whole. 

Itis divided into the Plains, the Mountainous 
Countryes, and th2 »A des; all of (o different 
2 Nature one from the other, as if they were far 
diſtant, both in tighe and ſoile ; the Plains ex- 
tendeq on the Sea-thore are in all places levell 
without Hills , the Axdes a continual -Ridge ot 
Hills without any vallies, the Kill-Countryes 
are coinpoſed of both, In the Plains it ſeldom 
:aines ; on the Andes almoſt continually ; on the 
Hill Countries rain diltils from September to A- 
pril,and thenis uthered in a conſtant Fair Wea- 
ther. In the Hill Countries the Summer begins 
in eMpril and concludes in Seprember. In 
tne Plaines their Summer Commences from 
October and Determines in eMprill. Tie 
«Andes ar2 clothed with Woods and Forretis , 
ut the Hill-Countries are bare and naked ; the . 
Plains though refreſhed with {tore of Rivers , 
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are yet dry, barren and ſandy. In ſome parts of 
the Hill-Countries though there is adettitution 
of Rivers and Rain but ſeldome, there is a co- 
pious production of Roots, Maiz-fruit, and all 
other neceflarics : Inthe Plaines there never 
blows any but the Southern Wind , though itis 
the harbinger to no Rain In the Hills the Winds 
breath from every quarter and Coalt, and of 
every Nature , ſome uſhering in caine , ſome 
ſnow, ſome claps of Thunder, and ſome again 
being the parent of fair weather. As for the 
Country it ſelf though it be productive. of a 
narrow Increaſe of Wheat, yet 1s it of a large 
lenty of Roots ( the principal food of the In- 
ar7.2v ) ſome proportion of Maiz, and plen- 
ty of Cocas, the Leaves whereof being dried 
and formed into Lozenges, are exceeding uſe- 
ful ina journey, for melting in the mouth they 
appeaſe both hunger and thirſt , and preſerve a 
man in his ſtrength, and his Spirits in vigor ; and 
though the Cattel of Exrope brought hither in a 
conſiderable quantity, are not multiplyed to 
any great increaſe , yet is that defeRt ſnpplied by 
Beaſts called Y:cegues, in Reſeinblance ſfome- 
what like a wilde Goat , which in infinite num- 
bers graze 1n their woods and paſtures; and great 
ſtore'of Sh2ep by the Natives called Pacos , 
profitable for Fleece and Burden , as'big as 2a 
{mall breed of Horſes, but in reliſh as pleaſing 
as our Mutton, and no lefſe conducing to nu- 
- trument; A Creature ſo well acquainted with 
his own abilities, that when he is over-preſled 
wit 
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{ with 2 burden, no force or violence (hall 


him to mave Lorwacd untill his load be abated; 
and of fo cheap a Diet, that very litle tuffices 
him , patlng ſometimes for the continuance af 
three dayes without any water. 

Nog 1s the Perutias Fig-tree tbe forcaten, 
the North-part of which ceſpeRting the Maun- 
tains produces its Fruits in Summer onely ; the 
Southern part having an. aipeRt upon the Sea, is 
fruitful, on2ly in Winter : and ſecondly that 
Bealt called the Huanacs, exats aur Remem- 
brance, of that regard to their Females that the 
Males ttand lentinel on the hills , whilefſt they 
are feeding in the vallies, and if any men ap- 
proach,they by ſome clamorous notice intimate 
to them the invaſion, and if they are purſued 
thy deſcend.to bring up the rear, that by in- 
terpoſing their. own bodies,they may (ecure their 
retreat from danger. Another plant the Rela- 
tions of Peru infarme us of, but da not diſco- 
ver the name, which being placed: in the hand 
of a fick man. will by ſome Symptomes give te- 
{timony whether he (hall ve oc die, far if an 
the preſſing of 1t his Viſage be Cheerful, it is 
anaflured.ſign of his recovery ; as otherwiſe, if 
ad and troubled,acertain index af eniuing death.

bea Lake near the Mines of Porto, whale wa- 
ter is ſo hot, though the circumadient Repian be:

and wade ſome diſtance from the Bank , there 
beins a Boyling in the midit of above twenty 
Foot ſquare; a Lake which never does decreaſc 
though they have drawn a confiderable fiream 
co be ſubſervient to their Mines of Silver. 
As for the Inhabitants, thy are people of no 
oreat knowledg2, yet greatDiflemblers, being ne- 
ver drawn to diſcover their conceptions freely. 
They are ignorant of Letters, but bold in War, 
and dexterous in the managery of thoſe Wea- 
pons they have been accuſtomed to, nor do they 
reſent Death with any Fear, being prompted ta 
this Confidence by an Opinion that afrer Death 
they ſhall eat,drink,and make their Love & ad- 
dreiles to Women.

Pers is divided into Qw1iro, a Province of a 
fertile Soile well (tored with Cartel, plentifblty 
turm(ſhed with Fith and Fowl, great quantity 
of Nitre, and repleniſhed with Rivers, tome 
of which have their ſand enamelled with veins 
of Gold; the people are ſtrong and healthy , 
induſtrious in the making of Cotrens almoſt 
proportionate to Silk in fe, but given to 
dflemblin», the diſorders of drink , and other 
vices, which renders it difhcult to reclaim them 
from their ancient Barbariſme, and-makes them 
unapt for = Tin&ure or impretſion of the 


Chniſtian Fai Secondly, Los Qafans; ſome- 
what more barren then Que, w 

have diſtin a Tongue of their own,though they 
both underfitand and ſpeak the common Peraws- 
«x Language: * Thirdly, Lime or Los Rays , ens 
nobled with the Mines of Caſtro Verrejna; from 
whence. is extracted Silver of the pureft Com- 
plexion.  : Fourthly, C»fco,x Province bleſt with 
2 calme and rate Air, not fretted or 0-

of Evening. Mifts, and whoſe Soile is full of 
Rivers and Paſturage, which makes ie to be fur- 
wihed with Deer and other Herds of Cattel ; 
nec is it wanting in Ceca which ie here gather- 
cd in ſome abundance , ar defetive in _

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of Gold or Quick-filver, very ſub:ervient to 
the cafe extraction and purifyiag of the tor. 
mer noble Metal ; the firlt being diſcovered 
at Sr. Fan del Oro in the Valley of Carravgyes, 
and the (econd being traced out in the year 1566 
near the Town'of G«axcabelica. Fifthly, Callas, 
2 Country well ftored with fertile Pattures, and 
thoſe paſtures furnuhed with Herds of Caul, 
but barren of Corn, and no; well furniſhed 
with Maiz, whoſe defeR is ſupplied by Bread 
compoſed of a Roet call'dRope,aryed in the Sun 
bruiſed to powder ; Its Inhabitants are of a 
more clear and folid Judgernent then the reft 
of Peru, and (0 dextrous in the obſervanons 
of the Courie of the Moon, that the Sperrard; 
their firt Diſcovery of this Province, 
found the Year diftinguiſhed into Months, Days, 
and Years, for each'of which they had a pro- 
perand fignificant Name. In this Province is 
the ſoa nanchfam'd Lake of Tirticere, in which 
ewelve Rivers are reported to laſe themſelves, 
in compaſle $0. Leagues, and uſually Navige 
ble with Barks and Ships ; the waters are natſo 
ſalt as that of rhe Sea, but fo thick-that they 
are in no capacity to be drank.

Porco and Potofi, which makes it to be 
unpacrallel'd with aty Province in Perw, The 
Mime of Potoſi is ewo hundred Fathom deep, to 
which chzy do deicend with Ladders made of 
raw Hides eight hundred tteps , ſome of the 
Worktnen not ſeirig the Sun many months 
together, © For the refining of this Silver there 
are 52, Engines or Silver-mills upon a River 
near unto it,22, more in the Valley of Tarepre 
neat adjoyning , beſides many which they turn 
with Horſes; and from theſe Perwwien Mines 
as from ſome bottamlefie Exchequer does the 
King of Spar load that Fleet whence he ex- 
ttats ſo-muctr Income and profit. 

Perii and the Provinces circumſcribed within 
the Limits:of it were diſcovered and conquered

diſcovered. It is divided into Grazads , pro- 
perly ſo calted , and Popayna, : 
Graxada hath an Air well tempered, the 
Country is full of Woods, amongſt which G«:- 
«xm (0 medicinable for the Malady of Frence, 
2rows in great abundance ; the foul is of great 
fertility , well ftored with Corn and Pafturage , 
which affords a Feeding to many Herds of Cat- 
eel] ; itisenriched likewiſe with ſome verns of 
Gold and other Metals, and that part which is 
called Taxi exhibits plenty of Emeralds. The 
People are tall and (trong of Conſtitution , bur 
not verpinduftrions, they wholly devoung their 
tme to Songs and Dances, The Women are 
of a "white and more clear Complexion--than 
their Neighbours , and more handſomely ani- 
red, being apparelled in Black or party-colour- 
. ed Mantles girt about their middles, their Hair 
ried up and covered with Chaplets artifical- 
ly compoſed and intermixed with Flowers. 
Popayna is a Country which being over-cloid 
with rain produces lictle Maiz , lefſe Wheat, 
and almoſt no Cattel. The People were anci- 


ently Man-eaters and as rude as any , now 


more induſtrious and accoſtable than * other 
eAmericans , eſpecially about Fopayena _

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the Soile is becrer tempered then in other places. 

Both theſe Provinces were reduced to the 
Signoric of Spaix by Genſalve X;nunes de Que- 
ſads and Sebaſtian de Betalcaſar , the firkt fu 
cued Grazads 1536. and the laſt maſtered Po- 
p41ans not long after , and (tyled it ſo from the 
Name of a King which then Governed it at the 
Conqueſt. by the Command and Influence of 
Francis P;z.arre Governour of Pers. 

( «ftilia del Oro is bounded on the Ealt and 
North with Mare del Noort , on the Weſt with 
Mare del Zur , and ſomepart of Yeragua, on 
the South with the New Realme of Grezads. 
It is divided into Params Dariexe, Nova An- 
dalufis , St Martha, and Kio de Ia Hach. 

Panama hath an Air fogey but exceeding hot, 
and coniequently, the Soil 1s either Mountain- 
ous and barren, .or Low and mirey ;- naturally 
uncapable of Grain, and produQive onely of 


Maiz , and that bat ſparingly ; more devoted to 


paiturage & the goodneſs of it: upon the firſt ap- 
proach of the Spax:ard, the Country was almolt 
over-run with Swine , but being deſtroyed, that 
Nation now complains as much of their defect, 
as they did before of their abundance. As 
for the Inhabitants, molt of the old Rock being 
almalt rooted out by the Spaxſh Maſlacres ,

convenia} hereunto , or elſe tranſported from 
Ewrepe. A Tree here is called Hove whofe Shade 
1s reputed fo wholſome that the Spanrards covet 
to ſteep under the ſhadow; out of the Blof- 
ſoms they diftill a perfumed water ; our of the 
Bark they compoſe a Bath prevalent to open 
the pores and redrefſe wearineſſe ; and out of 
the Roots they extraRt a Liquor fit fot Bever- 
20e ; of Beaſts and Fowl both wilde and tame, 
there is exceeding plenty, and ſome of them not 
diſcoveradle in other places. | 

Nova Andaluſia is Miountainous and full of 
Woods, but thoſe woods abound with great Gore 
of Roſin-cums , and fome kind of Balfams. 
Here is faid to he a Tree which whoſoeyer 
touches is in danger to contrat a Ruine by poy- 
ſon. Our Emropien Fruits tranſplanted hither 
proſper not , becauſe the Soile being obnoxious 
to abundance of Rain, becames mort and ſos- 
vie. This Province is interlaced with few veins 
' of Gold, onely in that part of itwhich is called 
Zena ; the Spamard 2t their firft Arrival found 
much- Treaſure not dieg'd out of the Entrails of 
the Earth , but depoſited in the: Tombs and

Courage much broken and debaſed. 

St. cMarth«hatha Soil barren 2nd unfruit- 
ful not capable of Paſturage or Tillage, irbeing 
made knotty by a lang Ridge of Mountains , 
called by the Speniards, Las Sterras Nitvadas, 
or the Snowy Hills; yet notwithſtanding the Air 
which hovers on the Sea-Coafſt is in its temper 
Hot and Scalding, though it be again fann'd and 
qualified with the Breezes of the Mid-Iand parts 
which are Cold and Freezing; which combinati- 
on of Heat and Cald, peradventure renders the 
Saile prody@tiive of Limons , Oringes , Pom- 
granates, and ſuch other fruirs as are tranſplan- 
ted or tra out of Spain. The Inhabi- 
rants are affirmed to be of a cough and Arrogant 
Nature, ſome of whom by the advantage of 
the Mountains of T aoxa , called fo from a 
Neighbouring Valley of that name, have pre- 
ſerved their Liberty againft the Spaward; the 
reficuie, thongh they retain theic ſeveral Kings 
are yet in ſubjeRon to the Spexiard ; whoſe Go- 
yernment they ſubmit co with much unwilling- 
neſſe and Regret. |

The rwo Przfecures of Sr. Martha, and 
Rio de ls Hacha, were brought under the Domi- 
nion of the Spaxiſh Scepter by the Succeſsful ma- 
nagery of the Arms of that Nation by Frezc:ſce 
Vaſquez ; and being thes reduced , have been 
ever fince conſtantly ſubſervient to the Com- 
mands and Inter:t of the Succefhive Monarchs 
of Spain.

And indeed this Country being Rored with 
Snakes and other venomous Creatures, doth of. 
ten exadt ſuch defenſatives againſt their poyſon 
which is fatally deadly. Here is a confiderable 
produ&ion of Coctnneele. | 
The Inhabitants are more devoted to Mufick, 
and become more cxaQt in Painting than the reſt 
of the Natives. | 
Verapaz is a Province diftinguiſhed into e- 
minent Hills and deep Vallies, -but defeQive 
in Fruitfull Valleys. It 1s generally over. 
ſpread with Woods very large and thick, 
which ſo diſturb the free pafſage of the Winds, 
that the air is much expoſed to ſhowers , inſo- 
much that Nine months in the year are moiſt 
with continual Raine, nor are the other.three 
altogether ſecure from it; which exceſſe of moi- 
ſture engenders many Meſqueto's injurious. and 
deſtruive to Fruit , with which, and with Fiſh 
.and other neceſſaries this Province is redundant. 
In ſtead of Mines ofGold and Silver not yet di(- 
covered , ſome Trees here pour out a kind 6f 
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Amber, which the Natives Ryle Liquid Amber ; 
ſme Maftick and other Gums ; nor is here any 
detet of Medicinat woods , as Sarſa-parilla , 
China, and many others of the like Neve: 
"The Natives are tratable in their Confor- 
miry to the 4 9s her line , unlefle the Le- 
candones and Paghmter: , being ſome broken re- 
mains of the Ancient Salvages, who immuring 
themfelves in the Fa of this Coun- 
try, have at once aſſerted their Native Freedom 
2gainft the onſers of the Spaniards, and retained 
their ancient Idolatry , there being but fourteen 
Villaces in all this Province in which the Spexs- 
ards have mingled with the Old Inhabitants. - 
Gnatimala properly ſo called, is a Province 
not ovly embolt with Mountains , but likewiſe 
interlaced with many Rive $, which genders 
the Cauntry commadious both for Fiſhing and 
Huntins. Prody@tive it is of Wheat, Maiz, 
and other Provifions not durable ; it is not fo 
much expoſed ro Raine, as the neichboyring Pro- 
vince of Ferapaz,but more infetfed with winds. 
It contains plenty of rich and fertile Paſtures , 
and thofe covered with great Herds of Cartel. 
Ir contributes ſtore of Cotten-wooll, ſome Bal- 
ſam and other medicinable Liquors; it tranſ{- 
mits the beſt Sulphur,and other healthful Drugs, - 
whoſe Regiſter I am ignorant of. The People 
are full of Fear and Pufilaninvty, yet ſeem 
ter poficients in Chriſtianity and Civility 
then the Refidue of the Salvages, yet very prone 
to 
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to relapſe again to Paganiſme and Infidelity, and 
2s propenſe (0 revive again their old Barbarows 
Cuſtomes, if the curb of Power and bridle oi 
Authority , did not with an'awfull Fear reſtrain 
this Apoliacy.: The Men are affirmed to be 
dextrous in Archeric, and the Women skiltul in 
Spinning. | 
 Hondur 4s i$ 2 fourth Province of Guatiasala, 
2 Conntry ſo (woln with Hills or deprefſed with 
Vallies, that it affords little Champaigne, yet 
is productive of Maiz and Wheat , and of rich 
Paſturage,improved to that Ferukiy by the con- 
ſtant over-flowings of their Rivers about Ms- 
| chaelmas. Some Mines. of Gold are affirmed 
to be wrapped up in the Entrails of the Earth 
not yet diſcovered ; the Inhabirants being made 
{o unactive with Sloth and Idlenefſe , that may 

had rather ſubfiſt by Roots, the common 
of Nature, then by the more induſtrious defign 
of Tillage, and therefore nor eafily charmed

Nicaragua is a fifth Province which claims 
our confideration. It is a Country deſtitute of 
Rivers unlefſe where it is linked to Coſta Rice, 
which is it ſelf marſhall'd under the Notion of 
2 Province. The defe& of which is ſupplied 
by a great Lake called the Lake of Nicaragua, 
one hundred and twenty Leagues in compaſle , 
ebbing and flowing like the Sea. It is not much 
enriched with Corn , but abounaing in Herds of 
Catrel, 
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Cattell, who have a Soil to graze. on Levell and 
champaign, but cooled with the ſhadow of fre- 
quent Treesz one amongtt the ceſfidue is of that 
nice Contiitution , that a man cannot touch ic 
in any part bur it preiently withers. Vulgar 
relations aſſert this Province to be as well re- 
pleniſhea with Parrots as Exglend with Crows ; 
It is tored with plenty of Corten-wooll, and a 
numerous product of Sugar-Canes, Indeed the 
Country is ſo ennobled with all things that may 
eyber improve Delight or contribute co Necetſi- 
ty, that the Spaniards have impoled upon it the 
Title of CMahomer's Paradiite, The Inhabi- 
tants are generally knowing in the Spaziſh Dia- 
&, to the Gard , Behaviour and Apparel of 
which Nation they willingly conforme them- 
ſelves z. well retriv'd from theic old Barbarous 
Cultomes, which are Riill retained by thoſe 
Mountainers , they call Chomtales. They are 
all of -a conſiderable Scature,and of a Complexi- 
on indifferently white. Before their reduRtion to 
Chriſtianity; they were knit together by a poli- 
fique Form of Government, onely as the Rg- 
wears had no determined Law or puruſhment for 
2 man that defiroyed tis Father , ſo had theſe 
none for the Killer of a King, both of them 
judging that men could not be (o unnatural as 
0 a& either Parricide or Regicide. A Theif 

condemned not to Death, but decreed he 

ould be Slave to that perſon he had injured,

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juſt ſatisfation : A courſe both prudential and 

merciful. - 
Voragus is the laſt Province in Gaatimals 
which extracts our InſpeAton. The Name which 
was impoſed upon it, was extracted from Yer«- 
g#x , the molt conſiderable River in it at the 
firſt Diſcovery. This Country ts knotred with 
Mountains ; and has a Soil ' condemned to Bat- 
renneſſe, in no Capacity for Tillage , and leſſe 
uſeful for the feeding of Cartel, yer is ſufficient- 
ly productive of Maiz and Herbage , bur eli 
very thrifty in other neceſlaries which conduce 
to the Life of Man ; but to recompenſe this

Fagos Pedro de Alvarado; Honduras 'was 
Conquered by Chrifapher de Old; Nicare 

and Ver egua were {ubducd by Gonſalve de Cor- 
dnba; and latily, Vere Paz. was won tc Chri- 
Rianity , and the Spawſh Obedience together , 
by the Preaching of fome D:awnican Friers of 
that Nation. But Cortez diftruſting that ſome 
new Reyolt or DefeQion might tear theſe Pro- 
vinces from the Spex:ſb Dominion , reſolved to 
ſecure his new Concernments by a perſonal Vi- 
fie ; and to fartuf ſecond this Deſign inthe 
Year x 524. he colleed a Body, of yy os. 
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dred Horſe, and as many Spaniſh Foot, with ati 
Addition of Three thouſand Mexicans, and ad- 
vancing into Gaatirala , he continued his pro- 
orefle as far as Truxito, where tinding that Gow- 
Jatve de Cordova had ſo compoſed Aﬀairs, that 
thre was no farther need of his Condu& or 
Aﬀiftance , he with his little Army in the Year 
1526. reteared to Mex1ee, leaving theſe Pro- 
vinces betore recited , firmly. falined and an- 
nexed by an happy Conquelt ( as they have 
continued ever ſince ) to the Dominion and 
Command of the Diademt of Spar.

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enough , though placed under the Torrid Zoxe , 

theHeat being much qualified by the Fannings of 

thoſe continual Breezes which breath upon ir 

from three Confines of the Sea ; this Refrzge- 

ru or abatement of Heat being much inforc'd 

by that continual Flux of Rain which diftils up- 

on tae Earth in thoie hotter months of June, Ju- 
ly and Auguſt, Theentrails of this Soile trea- 
lure up in themſelves Mines of Gold and Silver, 
and (ome of Brafle and Iron; Nor tis the Sur- 
face of it more ungrateful to the Induficy of the 
Inhabitants , bere being a coptous plenty of 
Wheat, Barly, Pulſe of all ſorts, and of ſuch 
plants and roots as are nouriſhed for the uſe of 
the Kitchin , Maiz in a. fertile quantity ; nor 1s 
the production lefle of. other plants unknown to 
Exrope; Pomgranats, Orinves, Limons, Citrons, 
Malacatons, Figs and Cherries, do here enrich 
th-ir owners even. with iuperfluous increaſe ; 
Applesand Pears are more thrifty in their fer- 
nility, and Grapes no lefle, and thoſe which ar- 
riveto Maturity are unfit for the Compoſition 
of - Wine. Of Beaſts and Birds both wilde and 
tame;there is a fruitful Account : but that which 
moſt ennables it is the plenty of Coco-nuts, the 
abundance of .

Although this. ſpacious Province be not bar. 
ren in Rarities,as namely, two Mountains, one 
in the Province of Mexico, which vomits out 
Fire, the ſecond in that of Gwaxata , which 
diſgorges from its heated Entrails two Burning 
Streams, one of Red Pitch, the other of Black; 
yet the principal which exacts our Notice , | 
that which they call Aſagney or Mets, a Tre: 
which they both plant and drefle as we do ou 
Vines; it hath on it forty ſeverall diſtin&ion 
of Leaves, which when tender, they compoſe 
into Conſerves, Paper, Flax, Mantles, Mats, 
Shooes, Girdles and Cordage ; and theſe Leave 
are armed with prickles ſo ſtrong and pungent, 
that the people uſe them in ſtead of Saws. From 
the Top of the Tree 1flues a Juice in conſiſtence 
like a Syrrup, which upon DecoRion puts on the 
ſhape of an Hony ; and if purified, the form of 
Sugar, out of which they extra& both Wine and 
Vinegar, Out of the Bark, being roaſted, is 
drawn a convenient Plaifter for wounds, bruiſe 
and ſores; and from the higheſt of the Bowes 
di{tils an unuous Juice like a Gum , which is

have been almoſt rooted out in thoſe Conteſts 
and Encounters which were waged between 

them and ('ortez the Spaniſh General. 
Mechoacan, the ſecond Province , hath ex- 
traged its Name from that plenty of Fith tneir 
abundance of Rivers and Lakes afford them, the 
word importing in the Native Idiome Locas 
Piſcoſus or a Country of Fiſh. It is ennobled 
with an Air ſo ſweet and falubrious , that Dil- 
eaſed people repair thither from diſtant Coun- 
| K 3 cries 
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tries to retrive their Health , which is likewiſe 
promoted and inforced by the nſe of thoſe me- 
dicinable hot Baths which iflue from Rocks and 
other craggy Repoſitories. The Soll 1s plenti. 
fully productive of Grain even to admiration, 
I: is well Wooded and full of excellent Paſtures, 
waich are improved by the multiplicity of 
S,: rings and Rivers,nor does it yeild to any part 
of eAmerica for Herbs and Plants of an act- 
ive and Medicinal nature-in the Conqueſt and 
expulſion of Diſeaſes. Itis likewiſe redundant 
with Amber , Mulbery-trees, Wax, Hony, 
and ſuch other things as ar tubſervient both to 
Poimpe and Pleature. The Inhabitants are tall, 
ſtrong, and ative, of no contemprible Ingenu- 
ity , as being dextrot's in the Contexture of 
many Manufactures, more pliant to the man- 
ners and Habit of the Spamiſh Nation than any 
of th2 Natives of New Spain, the Mexican 
on-ly excepted, and of fopropenſe an inclina- 
tion to Chriſtianity , that by planting many 
Parithes, ard eſtabhiſhin® many Convents of 
Domuntcan and »Auguſtize Friers amonoſt them 
they are almoſt reſcued from their old habituated 
Idolatry. 

Mexiganals the third Province which obli- 
oeS$ our confideration. The Soil abundantly ſup- 
plyzs not only the Inhabitants, but likewiſe nu- 
merous Herds of Carrel , with plenty of Ali- 
ment; nor is it defective in Fruits, of which 
there 1s a liberal produQtion, The Inhabitants 

bl are 
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are induſtrious as to the care of their common 
Subfiltence , which commonly 1s ſupported by 
their copious Stock of Cattel, of which ſome 
private perſons abound to ſuch ſtore, that their 
Reviſter amounts to Forty thouſand Kine and 
Oxen : Nor are they lefſe dextrous in extracting 
2 livelyhood from Fith,of which laſt they draw 
out ſuch plenty from the Lake 'of Mex:co alone, 
that the profits ariſing from this Trade ſwell to 
a volume of Twenty thouſand Crowns paid 
yearly into the King of Spain's Exchequer : They 
are ingenious likewiſe in thoſe Mechanical Arts 
which here are profeſſed, growing good Handy- 
craftſmen, if they ſtoop ſo low as to Trades; be- 
co:nine rich Merchants , if they apply them- 
ſelves to a more noble and profitable Com- 
merce; and waxing hardy and valiant Soldiers, 
if they are diſciplin'd and imployed in Service, 
having in Times of more high aſcent, very well 
manao:d the Sling and Arcowes their ancient 
Arms , andin thele modern Ages as vigorouſly 
( being enured to it by their Spamſh Conquer- 
ours ) weild th: Harcubuize and Pike which are 
their new. But the greateſt Glory and Fame 
which both now & anciently did accrue to them, 
was their exquiſite perfe&tionin compoling their 
Feather PiRures , turning every feather to the 
Light every way , upwards and downwards, to 
diſcover in what poſture it will bet fit the place 
intended for ; ſecondly, their moſt accompliſh'd 
ex/pertneſſe in Refining their Metals ; and third- 

K 4 ly, 
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ly, their curious deſigns in Painting upon Cot- 
ton, Whatſoever was repreſented to the Eye, But 
theſe Virtues and perfeQions were tained and 
Cebauched with ſo Barbarous a Cruelty , that 
they thought no victime ſo fit could be offered 
up to appeaſe the Fury of their gods, as an Ob- 
lation of humane Sacrifices, ſo that it is no 
wonder if God permitted the Spaniſh Sword to 
make ſuch bloody Ravage upon this People , as 
greward proportioned to recompenſe their in- 
humane Butcheries , it being (till very equal that 
the Artificers of Death ſhould be caught in 
their own imptous and injurious Artifices. But 
I2norance and Barbarity are ſtill complicated 
andentwined, and (o it was manifeſted here, for 
upon the firſt Eruption of the Spamards, their 
miſguided pits 6B eſteemed Them and 
their Horſes to be one peice, and when they 
neiched they demanded what they ſpake , igno- 
rantly placing no Diſtintion between neighing 
and ſpeaking. 

Gmaxaca is a fourth Province which falls un- 
der our Cogniſance. It hath aflumed this Name 
from Gmaxaca the principal Town of theſe 
parts, now ſtyled Aztequers. The Air hereof 
is ſound and ſalubrious , which hovers over a 
Solle as fruitful, productive not onely of thoſe 


Commodities which it enjayes in common with 


other Provinces of this Continent, but likewiſe 
bleſtwith ſuch plenty of Mulberry-trees , that 
from thence 1s extracted tuch a quantity of Silk, 

_ that 
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that if the Natives paid their Tithes ( as they 
do not ) the Income which iflued from thence, 
would afford a Revenue competent enough to 
ſupport five Biſhopricks. Rivers are here ve- 
ry numerons, whoſe Shores for the mott part are 
enamelled with Golden Sand, nor is there here 
any deficiency of Cochineele, Caſſia, Silver , 
and other Metals ; fo that if the Induſtry of 
the People were but correſpondent to the Fer- 
tility of the Soil and Wealth of the Country , 
it might become as opulent as any Province in 
America: But the natural ſloth of the Inha- 
bitants makes them impatient of Labour , and 
conſequently intercepts all opportunities which 
may ſuggeſt an occaſion of amafling togetber avy 
conſiderable Eſtate ; yet notwithſtanding this , 
they are of a tractable and docile Capacity in 
relation to the Impreſſions of the Catholique 
Faith, which hath encouraged the Spamard to - 
eftabliſh here an Hundred and twenty Covents 
of Domunican Friers, and many other Schools 
and Seminaries of Learning, that by their In- 
fluence and concurrent aſl:ftance they might 
better improve the growth of Chriſtianity in this . 
Province, 

Jucutan is a fifth Province which calls for 
our remembrance. It hath borrowed this Name 
from Jucutan, which in the Idiome or Diale& 
of the Country imports as much_as har ſa 
70 ? For wher the Spamards at their firſt arri- 
val demanded the Name of the place , the Na- 

tives 
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tives anſwered, Jucurey. The Air which ho- 
vers over this Country is hot, Whoſe fervors are 
intorced from the Deltitution or want of Rivers 
in this Track, whoſe defect 15 ſupplied by the 
conſervatories of artfictal Pits' and Channels, 
The Soil is generally condemned to Barrennelis, 
not producin? wheat, or any Exropean Fruits; 
nor many of thoſe which are of the natural -x- 
traction of Americainothzr places. Nor are 
1:s bowels more pregnant in Mines of Cold 
and vilver or any other Meralls , ſo that the ge- 
neral {ubtiſtence of this People , 1s principally 
wpported by Trades and Mechanick Operati- 
ons, © But that which makes this Country molt 
remarkable, is, that the Spaziards upon their 
firſt approach diſcovered here ſome ſyrmpromes 
or elimpſes of Chrittianity,the people generally 
obicrving a conſtant Form of © Baptiſme, which 
In the Native Diale& 1s RtyI:d a tecond Birth, 
expreſſing dy that word a Regeneration; nor is 
any one permitted, to Marry untill he hath the 
Symbol of this Imation, wich probably was 
{ome Veſtigiem or Relique of th2 Chriſtian Re- 
{1g1011 1:ft here behind by Mad c ap Owen, or

This Province is abundantly Rtored with Corn

Zacatecas isa fifth Province, circumicribed 
within the Pale of Galicia , whoſe Inhabitants 
whether by the conduQt and Infiint of Nature, 
or the impulſe of external Force , are more u- 
duſtrious than the reſt of the Gallicia» Nanves, 
The Soil is in its entrails enciched with Silver 
Mines , but its ſurface is naked and barren, be- 
ing deſtitute of Maiz, Wheat, Water, and all 
other proviſions which ſhould contribate to the 
ſupport of humare nature, as if it were defign'd 
to be the refidence of ſome greedy Miſer, who 
delighted to glut his Eyes more than bis Appe- 
titz. The Northern parts ſtyled Vxueps, have 
nothing wanting which may give a ſupply either 
to neceſſity or pleaſure ; and though they ace 
defeQive 1n Silver, yet are they plentifully tor'd 
with Corn and Fruit, whil their Woods arc 
liberally replemſhed with Deer, whoſe ſeveral 
Trees afford ſuch entertainment to Quires of 
Bicds, that they may be deemed the conſtant 
Repoſitory of thoſe feathered Chorifters. | 
Nova Biſcaia is a fixth Province which does

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ſummon us to a Deſcription. J1he Bowels of 
the Earth are the Exchequers from whence much 
Silver isextracted ; as for ics Margin it is abun- 
dantly productive of all neceſſary provitions, 
though much expoſed 1n the Winter to the inju< 
nous inclemency of Frolt and Snow ; nor are 
they likewiſe defeAive in Mines of Lead, which 
fitly contributes to the melting and Refining 
their Silver, not onely here, but in New Spain 
and Perg alſo.

To repai 
the Dithonour of this Expedititon, Pamphilu 
d& Narvaez, makes an Eruption on Floride, + 
bout the Year 1528. being ſeconded with ; 
ftrength of Four hundred Foot and Eighty Harle 
And laſtly, Hernendes a Soto, embarques in this 
Expedition , and did endevour with a Supply of 
Three hundred and fifty Horſe , and Ninety 
Foot , to accempliſh the Canqueſt of Fleride, 
that by the addition of this Province he migh 
enhance both the Luſtre and Patrimony of th; 
Spemſb Diadem, and purſued and managed thy 
Enterpriſe with a various Succefle and Condud 
from the Year 1538, tothe Year 1543. Bu 
it is difputable whether the Storm with Reaſon, 
or the Storm without , was more Delirucive ani 
prejudicial to the double Expedition of the 
two laſt LUndertakers: For Diſeaſes, Tempeſts ad 
Shipwracks combining with the Treacherou 
Ambuſhes of the Natives, ſo diſordered ther 
Afﬀars, and diſcompoſed the Contexture of the 
whole Deſien , that the Spaniards ever fince, 
have abandoned any Attempt which had any 
tendency to the ReduQion of this Province to 
the Spexzſh Sceptet ; ſince the Enterprizes of 
thoſe Commanders before named, which ſeem- 
ed atfirſt to ſprout out with firch ſpectous Hope, 
were at Laſt fo infortunately Blaſted , onely 
they preſerved Se. Augn/tizes and the other Co- 
lorwes above recued , to cemain as In-lets, io 
open for the future both an Opportunity and 
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Paſſage to any new Invaſion which might focti- 
fie and canfiem the Spanyh Incecelt in this Pro- 
vince of Florida. 

Having taken a full proſpect of thoſe Ad- 
ditions of Empire the Spaziard is now pol- 
ſe/t of in America, I thall now hoiſt (ail,

Second ( in whoſe Raign they were Diſcovered) 
they were called Philippine. But fince theſe 
Iſlands were knit to the Spamiſh Demeaſn ; the 
Hollanders by the Aſſiſtance of Fleets, and (up- 
port of Armies, have endevoured to ravith 4 
way theſe Iſlands from the Patrimony of Spain, 
to incorporate them into their own; but yet may- 
ore theſe attempts , the title of them hath been 
ſo firmly inoculated upon the Spamiſh Scepter , 
that it is ill ſabſervient to the Seignorie and 
Command of Phzilip the Fourth , the inſtant 
King of Spaiy.

ceeded by the Raman Conqueſt , under whoſe 
Government it made up, together with Switzer- 
land, the Province of Max:ma Sequanorum. In 
the Wane of whoſe Empire , it grew a Limb of 
the Bur gundian Kingdom, the firlt of whoſe Mo- 
narchs who conducted the Burguxdians into Gasl 
was T:ihica , whoſe Succeſſor Gundomar Son of 
S:g1ſmund was ina Succeſſeful War diſlodg'd, 
and caſt out from his Kinedome by Childebert 
 andClotarre Kings of Parts and Sorſſon, in Re- 


venge of their Brother Clodomire, who fell by 


the Sword of this S:giſmund. And thus was 
Bargundy annexed to the Demeaſne of the 
French , after it had continued about an Hun- 
dred and twent; years entire, without any ſub- 
ſerviency » Guntram the on of ' Clotarre 52 and 
Cloves one of the Sons of Dagobert the Firſt, 
b-in? both in their reſpeRive times ennobled 
with the Burgrndian Diadem. But the ſubſ- 
quent Succefſ;on of the Kings of Burgundy, was 
emergent from the partage of the Patrimony 
and Empire of Cherlema: gue, amongſt the Chil.

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in Which Letharime likewiſe , the. Title to this 
Crown, as being Son to Lews the Godly, was ta- 
citly lodged ; but he dying without Iflue, it de- 
volved ts his Brother Lotharizs, Who likewiſe 
determined without Children z and to a tecond 
Vicifſfitude brought it to confeſle the Scepter of 
their Uncle Charles the Bald , King of France, 
and Emperour of Germany , who conferred the 
Seignory with the Titlz of Earl; on Boſon Earl 
of Ardenne, who had Matched with his Siſter 
Judith ; which Boſon was advanced not long af- 
ter, by Charles the Groſſe, tothe Title of Mo- 
narch, and was ſtyled King of eArles and Bur- 
gundy, in which laſt this Province was rolled up ; 
from whom by ſeveral Traverics it came down 
to- Rodelph the firlt, who had the Title of Duke 
of Burgundy beyond the Joxr ; and from him 
the Devolution of ſucceſive Intereſt, carried 
it to Boſos the ſecond Brother to this Rododph 
the firſt , by whom the Dukedome of Bargmndy 
beyond Jour , was united to th2 Kingdome of 
Arles and Burgundy ; And from him the Thread 
of Deſcent tranſported 1t along to his (rand- 
child Rodolph the ſecond ; who concluding with- 
out Iflue, gave this and many other Provinces 
to Conrade the ſecond Emperour of Germany , 
who had Eſpouſed Gſela Sitter and Heir Gene- 
tal of this Rodo/ph.

Otho of Flanders, Son of a Siſter of the Em- 
perour Comrade, by the Aid and Concurrence of 
Robert King of France, was the firlk who was 
Invelted. in it as Proprietary, thoſe others whom 
the French Revitters and Records repreſent to 
us to have held it , being Official rather than 
Hereditary. This Otho above mentioned, de- 
termined withour Hue ; ſo that Rerwald his Com 
ſin and Kinſman, became Heir to the Earldome 
of Burgundy ; but here the Title was very tran- 
litory, forhe concluded in a fervale Inheritrix cal- 
led Beatrix, who was Matched to the Emper- 
our Frederick Barbaroſſa, by which Alliance 
it was annexed to his Patrimony, and from him 
it devolved to his youngelt Son Oths ; but here 
likewiſe the Poſlefhon was as tranſient, for he 
expired in a Daughter and Heir ſtyled Beatrex, 
who by Matching with Otho Duke of Merans, 
which was part of the Province of Tyrol, 
brought itto confeſ(< him for Earl of Burgundy, 
and by h2t hz had Iflue Alice, his only Daughter 
and Heir, who was violently diipoſſeſſed by 
Stephen de ( halons and his Complices, who was 
next Heir to Garrard de Vieune and Joan his 
Wife, ſecond Daughter to Ocho the firſt , and 
Siſter of Beatrix, acknowledged by his Faction 
' there for Earl of Rurgaudy, even in the Life 
Time of Otho; and from him did the Title glide 
down 
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down to his Grandchild Hugh, who finding his 
new acquired Dignity was eſtabliſhed upon a 
crazy Foundation, to fortifie his Claim , he 
Matched with Al:ce the Heir of Otho, the ſe- 
cond above-mentioned, and ſo by twiſting their 
Titles together, became indiſputable Heir to this 
Earldome; and he had Iflue Othelin, who go- 
ing out in a Daughter and Heir known by the 
Name of Joan, (he by Matching with Phrlip 
the Long King of Fravce, annexed it as an Ap- 
pendage to his Scepter , and he ſetled it on Joar 
his eldeſt Daughter iſſuing from this Match, on 
Eudes Duke of Burgundy ; but his Grandchild 
Philip dying young and without Iflue, this upon 
hrs Deceaſe by right of Inheritance devolved to 
Margaret ſecond Daughter of King Philip the 
Long, and Joan his Wife above mentioned, who 
was Wedded to Lewss de Malain Eatl of Flan- 
ders; and he had Iſſue by her Lews de Malain, 
who in her Right incorporated this Earldom into 
his Patrimony; but here 1t was not long reſident , 
for he found his Sepulchre in a Female Heir cal- 
led Margaret , who by Eſpouling Philip the 
Hardy , \econd Son of John King of France, 
linked this and the Title and Intereſt of many 
other eminent Seignories to his Paternal De=

Having thus in Landskip diſcover2d the Fate 
of the French On \ I ſhall repreſent in a 
Compendious Proſpe&t thoſe Vicifſitudes and 


Revolutions that roll'd abont the Title of the 
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Dutchy of Burgundy, untill it came finally ta 
accknowledge the Dominion of Phzlip the U1ar- 
dy above-mentioned. | 

' The Dukedome of Burguydy hath on the Falt 
the French County, and tone part of the 
Savoy; on the Welt Burbonnss; on the North 
Champaigne ; on the South Breſſe, Lionnots, and 
and (ome part of Peas jewlov. The Ancient 
Inhabitants of this Dukedome, were the People 
in Ancient Reco-ds, ſo Eminent for thzir Wat- 
like Diſpoſition, callzd the Heduz. In times 
of a4 more. modern Inſcription, that is, about 
th: Diviſion of the French Kingdome of Bur- 
guudy, made by Charles th: Bald, that part of 
It Which was called the Duk:dome of Burgundy 
on this ſide of the Soaſne , was Canton'd into 
the Five Earldoms of Dsjens, Chalons, Au- 
tun, T.ions, and Maſcon; whereof the three 
h:{t being laid and amatfled tovether, by Eudes 
King of France, during the Minority of Charles 
th? Simple, were given unto his Brother Richard, 
embellithed with the Title and Style of Duke of 
Burgundy : But th: common Fate which attends 
upon ail fumine Frailty, tranſported this Pro- 
vince, upon the Deceaie of Glbert Son of this 
Richard who made his Exit without Ifſue Male, 
to Otho (Son of Hugh Capet Earl of Parw,fur- 
named tne Great) in Right of his Wife , who 
was Daughter and Heir General of this Gzlbert; 
in whoſe, Patrimony it had not long reſided, 
when he dying without Iffue, this Dutchy which

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he had been entituled to, by the Authority of 
this Alliance , came ove: to his Brother Henry, 
who likewiſe expiring without Children , the 
Thread of Deient watted it along to Robert King 
of France Son to Hugh Caper , who was Ne- 
phew to Orho and Henry above mentioned ; and 
from him did the Clew of Succeſſion guide it 
down to Robert the third, who had Ifſue Hugh 
the fifthof that Name Duke of Burgundy, and 
Eudes , who upon the Deceale of his Brother 
Hugh the fifth, without Ifſue, entered upon this 
Dutchy as his Heir ; and from him again did ir 
come down to his Grandchild Phil'p ; who dy- 
ing young and ſars Iſſue, this Province with all 
its Perquiſites, augmented the Revenue of John 
King of France, to whom 1t accrued in right of 
his Mother JToay Wife to his Father Phzlip de 
Valots, who was one of the Daughters of Fo- 
bert the Third above mentioned, and by Conſe- 
quence upon defailance of Iſſue in Philip above- 
ſaid, became entitled as his Heir General to 
the Propriety of this Duichy ; But this was pre- 
tended onely, for his Title was better ſupport- 
ed by a violent Detention of this Dutchy, upon 
which he had entered as an Eſcheat, to the pre- 
judice and ſupplantation of the Earls of Ex- 
rexx, by an illegail Inroad upon their Intereſt ; 
fince thoſe Earls extrated their Deſcent and 
Claim from the Daughter and Heir of Lew de 
Hutin K.of France,before Philip de Valors,which 
Loews Matched with Margarct eldelt Daughter 
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to Robert the Third above mentioned, and Mo- 
ther tothe Heir General.

ecAINAULT is bounded on the Eaft 

with Neamwr , on the Welt with Flan- 

ders, on the North with Erabaxt, on the South 
with P:cardj and Champarzgne. It wasin elder 
times called Salrzs Carbonatins, by ſome Wri- 
ters the Lower Picardy; In Latine Records of 
amore modern Inſcription Hamoma. It bor- 
rows this Name from the River Harne or Ha. 
ma, Which glides through it, and the Word 
Holt which imports a Wood; this Province be- 
ing almoſt clouded and over-ſpread with For- 
refis, fo that the Etymologie will be Harnault 
quaſs Hain-holt , a Country repleniſhed with 
Woods on the River of Hazne, Thus itis re- 
preſented in French , but in Datch it is beſt 
known by the Name of FHeregos, that is, a 
Country confining onthe River Harne , as the

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Genification in that Language does intimate,

The ancient Inhabitants of this Province were

In Times of a more recent 
Aſpe&, that is, aboat the Year 1562. it was 
advanced to the Dignity of an Arch-Biſhoprick 
by Pas! the fourth. It was made an Imperial 
Fief by the German Emperoutrs, and was given 
in prote&ion by the Emperour Hezry the fifth, 
to Robert of Hieruſalem Earl of Flanders,which 
Patronage was ratified to the Succeſſors of this 
Robert, by the Indulgent Bounty of the Empe- 
rour Frederich Barbaroſſa about thz Year 1 164.

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| the firſt of England, at Bonrdeaux ; which defi- 


ance he tacitly declining, Peter in the mean 
time by dark Stratagems and black Contrivances, 
wherein he was aided by John de Prochita a 
Gentleman of the Kingdome of Naples, from 
whom Charles of Anjow had violently ſnatched 
the Ifland of Prochita , upon a Summons recei- 
ved from a Toll of a Bell, ſounded, as it was 
pretended, to give an Alarum to S:c:ly of the 
approach and onſet of ſome Invading Sarazers, 
the French were Aſfaflinated in this Iſland which 
maſſacre ſo firmly rivered the title into the Houſe 
of Aragon, thatit ſtill continues incorporated 
lato the Intereſt of Spain.

Sardinia. 


HE Ifland of Sardinia lyeth Weſt from S:- 
cily,from the nearett point thereof it is di- 

Rant aboutTwo hundred miles. It is in length one 
Hundred and eighty , Ninety in breadth , and 
in Circuit Five hundred and fixty miles. In 
the Time of Ar:/orle it was called /chnaſa, and 
next Saxdaliota , from the Reſemblance of a 
Shooe-ſole or the Imprefſion of a Mans Foot on 
the Earth; and finally, Sardinia from Sardws 
the Son of Hereules, who coming out of Africk. 
entitled himſelf to the Pofſeffion. And that 
which more improves and fortifies ths Narrati- 
on is, that the People in the Latine Tongue have 
ill the Appellation of Sard; , and the circum- 
P ambient 
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ambient Sea the Denomination of Mare Sar- 
downs. And to this Name it hath remained ſo 
conltantly ever tince eipouled, that no following 
Plantations were ever able to extinguiſh or d- 
vorce it, Soine Companies of Artrica were 
ConduReed hither by /olaxs, where they ereQ- 
ed Olb:on and Agrills; which Colonies, to in- 
force and multiply the Memory of their Foun- 
der, aſſumed to themſelves the Name of lolaten- 
ſes. And after the Ruine of Troy,ſome of the bro- 
ken Reliques of that ſcattered Nation .came and 
planted in the, void places of this Iſland ; whole 
Succeſſours are mentioned by Livie and Phy, 
un Jer the Denomination of the 1lienſes, After 
theſe th: Carthagimans by the nearneſle of the 
Habitation, did attaque all Advantages to make, 
a$ at laſt they.did, a full Conqueſt of it ; build- 
ing therein the Cities of Carms , Calaris, and 
Swlchi; and afferting their Title toit, it we 
——_— wrung from them by the Romans , at 
the end of the firſt Puzmich War ; at what time 
Carthage was in hazzard to be Ruined by the d&- 
fection of h2r own Mercenaties, and ſo inn 
Capacity to refilt. 
This I{land being thus extorted from the Car- 
thagimans by th: Romans was immediately under 
the Signory of the Przfect of Rowe ; but after by 
Janſtuar,it wis incorporated into his New Div- 
ce Sof Africk ,and as an Appendage toit , Wis 
Claimed, Invaded, and Subdued by the Sar- 
2817, Anno $07, who defiroyed Calars , ub- 
vertec 
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yerted by Gracchas and the Romans ; and again 
in more ſetled Times re-ettablithed. But from 
them it Was reicued by the Piſans,(who re-edifi- 
ed Calarr)and Genoeſe,who made a partition of it 
betwixr them;but the Genveſe dilguſted with their 
Portion . as being lefſe in Quantity , and worſe 
1n Quaiity, began to enter into Contelt with the 
Piſans , Which at laſt uſheredin an open War, 
Anno 1324. In which having worried them- 
ſelves with mutual Contelis, Pope Bomface the 
eiehth, ro appeaſe their Animouties , and ſu- 
periede all Quatrel for the future, by a nzw Do- 
nation enfiated it on Fames the 2d. King of A- 
ragon, Why had entitled himielt to it by a ſpe- 
cious Claim before, upon pretence that it was a 
Limb or Appendix to S:c:ly , and wrapped up 
in the Patrimony of that Diadem ; and the more 
to fortifie his new Acquiltts , obtained the Papal 
Conceſſion to ſupport and improve his Intereſt 
here, which before appeared to be but infirm and 
crazie; and bzing thus doubly guarded with his 
own Title and the Pope's Grant, he after ſome 
fignal Decifions of the Sword, wholly ſupplar:t- 
ed both thz Piſans and Gezoeſe ; and in the Year 
1324. reduced this Iſland under the Domirton 
of the Aragoman Scepter. And from him hath 
the Propriety ever ſince been conducted down to 
his Succeſſors in {o uninterrupted a Channel, that 
the Devolution and Traverſes of many Win2ing 
Deſcents hath at this inſtant brouNhr it to confe.s 
the Empire and Seignory of Philip the fourth K,

22 E Kingdome of Naples 15 almoſt on e- 
very fide circumſcribed with the Adriatick, 
Tonian, and Tuſcan-Seas, unlefle on the Welt, 
whece ,it 1s Cparated from the Lands of the 
Church, by a imall Neck of Lan4 drawn from 
the Month of the River of Druentas, to the 
Spring Head of Axofenus. It is divided into 
Terra di: Lavoro, Abruzzo, Apulia, Terra 
de Otranto, Calabria-Inferior , Calabria-Supe- 
ror, and the Iiles of Naples. 

Terra di Lavoro was Anciently called Cam- 
pama, and ext:aced this vurname from the Cam- 
pant, who with the (ſcant, who were invetted 
in Poſlefſions about Capua, in Aves of a 
very old Jnicription {t;1- Oſca, were the atiCl- 
ent Inhabitanrs of it, Azruzzo, in Latine tiy- 
led Aprutium , Was tn2 Rehaence or Territory 
of the Preentes and the Sammites ; the laſt of 
which were wb ivided info the Ferentan , Ar- 
p:nates, Caracem Precatim, Pelignt , Veftim, 
Hirpiu, ani the Sammtes, properly ſo called, 
Terra di (/trants was in clder Times Peopled 
by the Salertimi, Japyges, and Meſſapiam ; 
and from hence in the Records and Monuments 
of Antiquity, it is exhibited to Poſterity under

This Kingdom of Naples hath been whirled a- 
bout with ſo many Revolutions, that the Inhabi- 
tants of any Region have not been obnoxious to 
moreVicifhitudes and Mutations than the Poſleſ- 
ſors of theſe Provinces have been. For 1. the 
Grecians entered and ſcattered here their parti- 
cular Colonies of Acharans and Spartans,which 
obliged Antiquity to give the Name of M-gnz 
Grecia to Calabria ; in which Track they e- 
rected Locres, ſo eminentin old Records for 
Zelencrus the Law-giver , and his Laws and In- 
fitutions, and Exn»mrns the Muſician. 2. Ta- 
rentums, Which contribut2s a Name to thit Ca- 
pacious Bay called S$:::45 T arentinus, 3. (r6- 
tox4, Whole Inhabitants were anciently ſo ative 

p23 in 
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in the Olympick Games. 4. Amycle, a Town 
wioſe Inhabitants were made up in elder Times 
of the Pythagareans, a Sect which by the In- 
Ritutions and Rules of their Order, devot-d 
themſelves to Silence. 5. Sybar# io infamous 
in Story for their Softneſſe and Effeminacy , 
having melted themſelves into {o much Eale and 
Luxury , that they expulſed all Smiths and Bra- 
fiers into Exile . becauſe by the Noiſe of their 
Belfows and Hammers , they might make an 
Inyaſion on their Repoſe and SJumper , and en- 
rertiined with unuiual Carefles, Muſicians, 
Fidl2ts, becauſe they improved their Sleep and 
Exceſſe. And 6. they here erected Rheg:- 
+, Which Name they fixed upon it from the 
Word Pnyrozu, which fignifies to break or tear 
alunder ; this City being ſeparated or torn off 
from Sicily , by that Straight of Sea which th:y 
ſtyle the Faro of Meſfſiza. In Terre d1 Lavoro 
they erected Parib-nope, now called Naples, 
Ofcz now n:med ("apua, ('uma and Sinueſſe 
now called Seſſa, In Abruzzo they eſtabliſhed 
Arptrum. Jn e Apulia Anicien'ly by the Gre- 
can 5 called Dauma, thy founded Lyceria, A[- 
culam \ometnes (tyled Aſculum Satrianum, 
a1! ore th: Argos Hirpium , of the an- 
cients, and contracted hy vie and deprayation 
of Dialzc&t into Agyriga, which as Antiquity 
aſſerts and intimates, was erected into the ſhape 
:n1 mod:1 of a Cit; by Diom?des, and a Co- 
loony kranimitted from Erolia, In Terra di O- 

trarto 
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tranto they eſtabliſhed Brundufium, Hydruutum, 
and as ſome affirm ( but upon what grounds I 
know not ) Galtipolss likewiſe ; but though Ne- 
ples were thus ftrengthened with Colonies, and 
knotted with Cities, yet this could not to ſecure 
her from Forraign Eruptions , but that ſhe bow- 
ed her Head ; andpartly by a voluntary Reſigna- 
tion, and pattly by Conqueſt, gave her (elf up 
to be made part of that Patrimony which im- 
proved the Roman Grandeur; and after it had 
for ſome years ſubmitted to ths Daminion of 
Rome , as it was firſt a Common wealth, and af- 
terwards the Seat of the Empire, it was rent 
off from that Great Body by the Geths, under 
whoſe Tyranny it had not long lain gaſping, but 
it was forced to ſurrender it (z1f to the Juriidt- 
ion of the Lombards, who by their frequent 
and happy Inroads difſeiſed the Goths of their 
new Acquiſts ; but their Conqueſts were not fix- 
ed or permanent, for thzir Foundation being Ci- 
mented with Blood, was infirm and ſlippery , 
being after ſome aſſaults mad- upon it by Charles 
the ; bin vrve to bow to hi- Sc-pter - But to 
winde up all Controverſiz for the future, and ta 
entomb all emergent Differences in an amicable 
Pacification, this ('harles about the Year 803, 
made an equal and indifferent partage between 
Nicephorus then Emperour of the Eaſt, and 
himſelf as Emperour of the Feft ; the Limits of 
which Divifion was the River L:ir# now Cav- 
tighano by Capua, an the River Aufidus row 

|  Ofanto 
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Of anto ih Apulia. But this partage did not long 
continue without ſome Diicompolure z for ill 
Agcnts having fomenced ſome Differences be- 
tw2cn the Greeks and the Germaus ,, their pti- 
vate Animoſities and Heats ere at lalt blown 
up into the publique Flame of War , which id 
determine in tlic total expulſion of the German; 
out of Naples; yet this was not ated without 
the Concurrent vupply of the Sarazens , Ene- 
mies to them both ; who diicovering the weak» 
neſle of the Greeks in being invited in to ſup- 
plant the Germans, Invaded thoie who had cal- 
l:d them in; and thus was this unhappy King- 
dome for ſeveral Ages made the ſad Stage where 
the Latines. Greeks, and Sarazens, ated their 
Bloody Tragedies. But in fine, the Greeks being 
waltd with frequentConflicts,and almoſt finking 
under the weight of a Forraign Conqueſt, they hv 
ving evapourated their nobleſt & moſt active Þi- 
rits at thoſe wounds the Swords of theſe Infidels 
had inflifted on them, were ſupported tn this theit 
Agony by Forty Norman Gentlemen, who a 
bout the Year 10co. returning from a Pileri- 
mage made into the Holy Land, gave ſo nobk 
and generous Afſiltance to th: Atiicted Chritti- 
ans - that they checked the Fortune of the Sa- 
raze and intercepted th: Current of their Vi- 
cores, which before like a Dejuve menaced 
wholly to over-whelmz the Chrittian intereſt 
and Concernment in this Kinodome, But this 
vave the diltrefled Inhaditants but ſome dawning 
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of better hopes; the improvement of this Suc- 
ceſle was left to the Valour and Conduct of one 
Drangot , who having flain Repoitel a Gentle> 
man ot Eminence, in the preience of Robert 
Duke of Normandy, Father to our Williaws the 
Conquerour , 10 ctiguſted bis Allies and Relati- 
ons, that to decline the Tempeſt which mena- 
ced him, he retired into this Kingdome for thel- 
ter, and after many Conflicts commenced with 
the Sirazens, by a Fortunate Managery of the 
Chriſtian Quarrel , he contracted their Power 
into narrower limits; but being ſupplied with 
new Recruits, the Sarees not onely reinforced 
their Animoſities but Hopes alſo, until Tarcred 
and his rwelve Sons arriving out of Normandy 
with freſh Supplies , after many fignal encoun- 
ters , wholly ſupplanted the Intereſt that theſe 
Infidels had in Naples; but though theſe Inva- 
ders were thus dflpered » yet the Greeks re- 
mained dif-ſatisfied, and gave new occaſion of 
War and Trouble to theſe Norman Conquerours 
under the Command of eMelorco Vicegerent 
of this Prevince under the Greczax Emperours ; 
bue the Afﬀairs of the Normans were ſo well 
{wayed and ordered by the Care and Prudence 
of Williams Son) to Tancred above mentioned , 
that this new Emotion was extinguiſhed by the 
Defeat of Melorco, and the Troops marſhall'd 
under his Conduct ; but this Diſcomfiture did 
not ſo torally diſpel the Tempeſt, but that there 
were new Clouds colle&ed tovether, to _

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der and ecclipſe the Glory of the Norman Con- 

s; Which in fine, were ſo wholly diffipa- 
ted , by the a*tive Courage of Robert Guiſcard 
another of the Sons of Tancred,that theGreeks he- 
ins abſolutely cruſh'd and ſubdu'd,& theReliques 
of the Sarezen5 extitpated & thrown out,he juft- 
ly merited in the Annals of ſacceeding Times the 
Title of the Conquerour of the Kingdome of 
Naples ; and he bequeathed this Province with 
all its Perquifits and Appendages to be enjoyed 


by his ſecond Son Robert Gmiſcard Earl of Sici- 
ly, who inthe Year 1125. by thz Favour and 


Influence of eAMnacletus then m_ » had the 
Title of King of Nap'es conferred upon him , 


and his Son Williens received the Crown, with 


this Reſtriction, that he ſhould hold this Diz- 
der as a Donative from the Pope, and in Ho- 
mage of the See of Rowe; andin the Hands of 
his Succefſors did the Neapol:ten Scepter remain 
fixed, until it came to be weilded by #il:aw 
the ſecond, who upon his Deceaſe left Conf ance 
bis Danghter , his on:ly Lawful Ifſue, and Tax 
cred his Natural Son, th2 Iflne of nntawful Em- 
braces ; and he by the concurrence and ſupport 
of his Faion, ſo managed his Deſions, that he 


inveſted his Head with the Crown of Naples, 


to the prejudice and Diſherihon of Conſtaxce the 
Lawful Heir ; but diſdaining to acknowledee the 
Pope for Soyeraign of the Fee, the Pope to 
retaliate this Aﬀront, Matches Conſtance to 
Hemry th: (xth Emperour of Germany, and by 

oppoſing 
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| oppoſing the Right of his Empreſſe to the di- 


ftorted and Uſurped Title of Taxcred, io crip- 
pled his Authority and Power , that fi-ally after 
many Contelts and Bloody Decihons, the Scep- 
er of Nap'es came to be (wayed by Henry the 
ſxth abovetaid ; but his Succeſſor Frederick, the 
ſecond embarquing in the former Contraſt with 
the ſucceeding Popes in Relation to the Sove- 
raienty of Naples, diiclaimed and renounced 
any Homage to the See of Rome , Which ſo in- 
flamed that Biſhop , that he collected all ſupply 
that the Engins borrowed either from Strength 
or Art could contribute to vindicate his pre- 
tended .Right to the Soveraignty of Naples; yet 
was he thwarted in his endevours with ſuch vi- 
gorous Oppoſition during the Government of 
Frederick, the ſecond aboveſaid , Conrade his 
Son, Manfred his Natural Son, and Comradine 
Grandchild to Frederick,, nothing was effe&t- 
ed of Importance which might afford any ſup- 
port to the accompliſhment of the Deſigns 
of the Popes for the time being : . ſo that Pope 
Inncent the fourth, to Fortife his Attempts 
with Forraign Succour , preſented the Kingdom 
to Sr. Lewis King of France; for his Brother 
Charl:s C ount of eAnjow and Provence, who 
had the Repute of an excellent Souldier, and an 
experienced Commander ; and about the.Year 
1264. which was two years after Pope Urbar 
the fonrth inveſted him with it; he to aſfſert 
bis Intereſt, Commenced a War with ( enradine 
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King of Naples, and having put His Title tothe 
Lmpirage of a Battel, after a Bloody Debate, 
took this Comradine Captive ; and made the for- 
feiture of his Heao expiate 1ts wearing that Dia- 
dem which the Popes Donation had before by x 
pretended Inveſtiture entituled him to ; and ha- 
ving thus fixed the Scepter of Naples in his own 
Hand, he left it to be (wayed by his Son and 
Heir ('harles the Lame , who by Mary his 
Queen Inheritrix of Hungery had Iflue, ( harle: 
ſurnamed Martel,who had his Mothers Kingdom 
aſſigned him for his Subſitence or Portion ; 
Lemt his ſecond Son, who afſumed Holy Orders, 
and Clowded all his earthly Glortes in the Cowle 
of a Franciſcan Frier , and afterwards was Bt- 
ſhop of T howlowſe ; Robert his third Son, was by 
the Munificence of his Father entitled to the 
Inheritance of the Kingdome of Naples. There 
werz other Sons who had other Lands conſigned 
them in Appennaye for their future ſupport and 
Alimony. Robert aboveſaid, had Ifſue Charles, 
who. dyin? without Tfſlue Male in his Fathers life 
time , left onzly a Daughter and Heir called 
Foane, who aftzr the Deceaſe of her Grandfather 
Robert, came to Manage the Neapolitan Scep- 
ter; and this is thrt Joane ſo Famouſly Infamous 
in the Annals of Naples, for the probable Al- 
faiſination of h2r firlt Husband eAndrew, and 0- 
th2r wilde Diſorders, which have caſt ſo dark a 
TinAure upon her Fame, that though ſome have 
endevoured to wrap up her Guilt in a modeſt 
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| Covering, yet the Blacknedle of her Life is vi- 


fible by an indelible Rainthrough all thoſe Veils 
the Induſtry of Flattery attempts to fold it up 
in, Bat to proceed; about the Expiration 
of the Raign of this Joane, which was about 
the Year 1378. the Church of Rowve was Diſ- 
ordered by a remarkable Schuſme ; for #rbas 
the fixth , being made Pope, the Violence of a 
predominant Fa&ion, a conſiderable part of the 
Conclave of «< accinals Elected Robert Cardi.- 
nal of Geneva, by the Name of Clement the ſe- 
venth. Queen Joan being ts with Ani- 
moſity againit Krban, who was born under her 
Dominion and Sceprer, made her ſelf a Partiſan 
in the Cauſe and Quarrel of his Adverlary and 
Competitor Clement. Her Crime contracted 
from the Slaughter of her Husband Andrew, had 
deen long entombed in a Pacitication tranſated 
In her Favour by Pope Clement the fixth , with 
Lewis the Great, King of Hungary, Brother to 
eAndrew aboveſiaid. But Urbaz the (ixth , to 
recompente her for thoſe Difſervices with which 
ſhe had dilobliged him , again raked into be 
Guilt, andincenſed Charles of Duras, of the 
Houſe. of Hungary, to expiate the tormer Mur- 
ther by a juſt Revenge; and this Prince, infla- 
med by his Inſtivations , came and Beſciged her 
In CaFello dei Ovo, and having: reduced her , 
and that Fortrefſe to his Diſcretion , lirangled 
herin or near that place where the had acted 


her Barbarous Parricide on her firſt Husband 
Andrew.

Audrew. Charles of Duras having thus deftroy- 
ed this Infamous Princefle feifed on the Neapeli- 
tay Diadem , Which did nor fit fo faft on his 
Temples, but that it was ſhaken by a. Concu:- 
rent Title, for Foar not long before her Death, 
to fortifie her ſelf agrinſt the Deſigns of Pope 
Krban, had adopted Lewis Duke of Anjou Bro. 
ther to (harles the fifth Kirig of Fraexce, for 
her Heir; and he endevoured to vindicate and 
extort the Crown from Charles of Dwras by 
Dint of Sword; bur the latter did fo vigo- 
rouſly ſuſtain all the Imprefſions of the Houſe 
of Anjou, that he not onely aſſerted and fixed 
the Right of the Crown to himſelf, but likewiſc 
tranſmitted a peaceable Poſſeſſhon of it to his 
Succeſſors ; which were, firſt, Ladiſlexs his Son 
and Heir, who Deceaſed without Iflne, and Joaz 
his onely Daughter and then Heir, who upon the 
Death of La#4iſlaws, aſcended the Throne of 
Naples by the Name of Joaz the ſecond ; who 
for Diſorders and irregular Exceſles, and hold. 
ing a ſcandalous Familarity with one Caracciole, 
2S likewiſe for her ill Aaminiſtration of the pub: 
lique Aﬀairs , was Degraded from the Regal 
Dignity by Pope Martin the fourth, and Lew 
of Anjou, Grandchild to Lews Duke of Anjou 
adove mentioned, named by him to wear the 
Diadem of Naples in her place; but ſhe dif- 
daining to be thus deveſted, to ſecure her (zlf 
avainlt the attempts and pretences of this Lews, 
Adopted Alfonſus Kin of Arages and Sicily 
for her Heic ; but being a Woman of a m 
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vle and inconſtant Temper , upon pretence of 
ſome ingrateful Aftronts put upon her by Al- 
fanſms aboveſaid, Cancelled her firſt Adoption, 
and by a ſecond Inſtrument declared Lewss the 
fourth Duke of :1njos, Son to Lews aboveſaid, 
for her Heir ; and this Lews having wrung the 
Crown from the Houſe of Aragon, enjoyed it 
joyntly with this Queen Joan, in a fixed ſere- 
nity of Government for ſome years; but dying 
without Iflue before her, ſhe to preſerve her (elf 
from the Eruptions of the Aragoman Faction, 
Adopted Rene Duke of A»jou tus Brother , for 
her Heir ; and ſoon after (he' had declared and 
effeRed this, ſhe her ſelf was diirob'd by Death 
of all Earthly Glory, But this Ree being then 
Captive with the Duke of Burgundy , was de- 
barred from amaiſing thoſe Forces together , 
which might adjoult his Title to the Crown of 
Naples; indeed his Dutchefle Elizabeth , at- 
tempted to retrive it , but being overlaid with 
the Faction and Force of eAlfonſw, She 
and the Houſe of eAzjou were utterly ſup- 
planted, and eAlfonſus upon a pretence 
extraed from the ficlt Adoption of Foaz , 
which was ſupported by Conqueſt, upon the 
Ruines of this Family , ſtep'd up to the Throne 
of Naples; and he more to ennoble his Fa. 
mily by an Additional Augmentation of Re- 
venue, enſtated this Kingdom on his Natural Son 
Ferdinand, who being thus inveſted in it,tranſ- 
mitted it to his Son Alfonſus the ſecond ; and 
hz had Iflue Ferdinand the ſecond , who like- 
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. wiſe wore the Diadem of Naples ; but a Tenure 
very volatile and unfixt attended the Soveraign- 

, and made it reli but loofly on his Temples ; 
for Charles the eighth King of France , Eipou- 
fing the Title and Quarrel of the Houſe of An- 
ww, ſo vicorouſly tyPported their Interelt, that 
be inet this Ferdinand , and forced him 
to abandon the N-yapolitan Scepter ; but the 
French upon the Departure of Charles the eighth 
managing both the Civil and Military Aﬀairy 
of this Kinsdome with mi:ch Impetuouinefſe 
and Inadverrency , excited the Neapol:itans to 
reſent their ſway and Government with fo 
much Regret and Paſſion, that Freder. ck Bro- 
ther of MA lfonſus the ſecond, regained it with at 
much Facility as his Nephew Ferdinand had 
cheaply loſt ir. Bur Lews the twelfeh, Succef- 
ſor and Kinſman to Ch-rles the eighth, upon 
the Deceaſe of rhis Charles ( who dyed iuddenly 
at Ambiiſe, as he was preparing for a ſecond 
Eruption upon Naples ) Colleded a Powerful 
Army to vindicate his pretences and Title to 
that Kinzdome , fo that Frederick finding him- 
ſelf too weak to ſuſtain the wei-ht of ſo mighty 
an Oppoſition, chrew himſelf into the ProreAt- 
on of Ferdinand King of Aragon and Castile, 
who in {teid of aſſerting his Intereſt againſt the 
Onſets of the French, by an unworthy Compat 
with Lewis the tw-Ifth, differted his Kiniman, 
and had the Moiety of the Kined-me affiened 
him, as the pric- of this DereliQion; but not 
long

long after , the French and Spaniard entering 
into Contention about rhe Bounds and Linuts of 
the Lands divided, their Animoſities were im- 
proved to that heighth, that they blazed out in 
the Flame of a publique War z which was ma- 
naged with that Vigor and Prudence by Gonſalvo 
the Spexiſþ General, that after many Encounters 
the French were wholly difſeiſed , and their In- 
tereſt they had in this Kingdome cxtorted from 
them ; and though in Ages ( t to this, 
the Frexch did not tamely a their pre- 
tended Concernment here, but ſought to retcive 
it by the Bloody Umpirage of the Sword, yet 
were their ſo ill managed, and their 
Arms ſo unproſperous, that their Diſaſtrous luc- 
cefle did but more faſten the Crown and Scep- 
ter of Naples to that of Spain ; to whoſe Dia- 
dem the Intereſt and Title of this Kingdom hath 
remained ever fince ſo firmely linked , that ic is 
fill united to che Heredicary Patrimony of 
Philip the fourth now King of Spaix.

ILsAN is hut in on the Eaſt with 
Mantua and Parma, on the Weſt with 
Priemont and Switzerland, on the North with 
the Province called Marca Anconitana , and on 
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the South with that Chain of {ills which is y- 
jed the Appenine. 

The Ancient Inhabitants were the 1zſabres , 
th: B,j1,the ( eromani,and the Senones;Wio were 
after diverſe gnal Cont-ntions devetted of their 
Poiſefhons by the Romans,and torced to ſurren- 
der themielves as Tributary to their: Dominion 
and Seignory ; andin that Demeain wich ſup. 
p5:ted Rome, as it was firſt the Head of a (pread- 
ing Common-wealth , and then ſecondly, the 
Met:apolis of a ſpacious Empire , didthis Pro- 
vince lie folded up , until the Government of 
this Province came to be Managed by Anuguſts. 
{us , the lait of the Yefters Emperours , who 
bing ſubdued and his Forces broken by Odoacrr 
King of the Heruliand Tharingians, this Pro- 
vince became the Guerdon of. his Triumphs; 
but the Poflefſion being thus atchieved by an 
unjult Invaſion , was not long after extorted and 
ravithed away from th:m by Theodorick K.of the 
Go:hs, about th: Year 495. . but here. the Title 
was as volatile and tranh-nt as formerly , for 
Teyas his *ucceſlor , was about the Year 567. 
vanquiſhed by the un'ted Forces of Alborum 
King of the Av res, invited out of Hmangary, 
and ,Varſes General for the Emperour r# A 
in /ta'y; th: Goths being thus difietied, this 
Province was conſ:2nzd ro Albeinus , and bs 
Troops by Narſes, Anno 568. as the price of 
his Succeſsful Courave, and meritorious Fidelit! 
ſo viſibly exhibited in tne War commenced wi 

the 
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the expulſed Goth ; and inhimſelf and his Line, 
did the Soveraignty of this Province, by a De- 
curhon and Series of Twenty three Kings remain 
uninterruptedly lodged , until the Devolution 
of Deicent brought the Scepter to be weilded 
by Defideri«s , who being about the Year 774. 
Diſcomfited by ('harles the Great , this King- 
dome ſunk in his Ruines; and was afterwards 
incofporated as a Province into the ſpreading 
Demeaſne of that Vitorious Monarch. Afrtec 
whoſe Raign this Province remained Imperial , 
and was ſubſervient (hill to thoſe who had the 
Empire of the Feſf, But when the Houſe of 
Charlemargue degenerated, and ſuffered the Im- 
perial Diadem to be caviſhed from their Heads 
after the Year goo. an eager Diſpute was mana- 
ved by the Continuance of Fifty years, berwixt 
the [ral1en and German Princes, in relation to 
the Poſſeſſion and Soveraignty of the .Empire. 
In Fine, the Germans prevailed in the perſon of 
Ocho the firſt, and his Succefſors having deſigned 
and fixed their Seat of Power and Government 
in the Empice , they afterwards were entangled 
in ſeveral Contentions with the Papacy, which 
ſo much retrenche | anJ cantracted their Autho- 
rity, that their Power in ſcaly began ſenſibly to 
crumble away, and a conſ1Jerable partof Lom- 
bardy (lipt out of their Dominion ; and ſome 
Sei2nories choſ2 to th: mielves /ral:an Lords , 
and ſome eleQed Lib:rty and a Popular GCo- 
vernment, In theſe Confufons Afilan and its 
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Appendant Territory, put it ſelf under the Pa. 
tronaye and Protection of Ocho its Arch-bilſhop, 
Deicended from the Viicounts of Angleria , a 
place of a narrow Circuit in this Dutchy. 

But after his D:ceaije Matthew Brothers, Son 
tothis Arch-Bithop, was confirmed in the Go- 
vernment of Milan by Albert Emperour of 
Germany , but under no other Notion or Title 
than that narrow one, -onely of Commander ; 
( for ſtill ic ſeems the Skeleton of Soveraignty 
was depoſited in the Hands of the Emperours, 

though thoſe Nerves and Muſcles which 
ſhould make it aR vigourouſly , and move re- 
cularly, were rent off ) and from him did the 
ſame Command dzvolve to his Son Galeazzs 
V:ſcoms, Who becauſe he exerciſed this Autho- 
rity without the Approbation of Lewss of Byg- 
varia the Emperour , he was diſſeiſed of his 
Power and zxpulſed ; but his Son Actio Viſconts 
was reinveſted in that Command from which his 
Father had been difloJged by the ſame Lews; 
but after his Exit , the ſame Command was iuc- 
cefhvely Managed by his two Uncles Luchine 
and John Viſconti , younver Brothers to h's 
F. ther Ga/eazzo ; ana after their Extin&tion, 
tae Government of this State was diipenied and 
{layed by Galeazzo the ſecona,*on of Stephen, 
who likewiie was a younger Brother of theſe 
wo . butembell:thed with no other Title but 
tat of Commander of Milan; and here this. 
Ap; ellation expired with him, and was entomb'd 
in 
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in his Urne ; for after his Decaſe , Job» Gale- 
azis Viſcents Son of Galeazzy the hift, above- 
mentioned , coming to graipe the Command of 
this Province, by the BenefaRion and {Mu- 
nificence of the Emperour Wenceſlaws about the 
Year 1395. as ſome compute, or about the 
Year 1397. as others calculate, received his 
Inveſtiture into the State of Milan , with the 
more ſplendid Title of Duke ; which was ſuc- 
cefſively enjoyed by his two Sons, Jobs Maria, 
who m a popular Sedition fe!l an early Oblation 
to the Diſorder and Fury of the Vulgar ; and 
Philip Maria, who likewiſe made his Exit with- 
out Iffue, ſo that the Right of Inheritance was 
lodged in Valentina theit Siſter and Heir , who 
about the Year 1398. was Matched to Lews 
Duke of Orleaxs, Son to Charles the fifth King 
of France,and by the Contra& of Matrimony, it 
was manifeſted and declared, that upon Defai- 
lance of the Maſculine Line of Galca4zo , the 
Children of Valentina ſhould be invelted in the 
Succeſſion of this Dutchy ; notwithſtanding, this 
Clauſe had this emient DefeR, that this Dutchy 
being eſtabliſhed a Maſculinz Fee, Galeazzo 
could not make it Feminine without tke Empe- 
rours Grant or Licenſe , which was not demand- 
ed or required , becauſe the Empire was then 


vacant by the Degradation of Wenceſlazs whom * 


the EleRors had devetted and depoſ:d becauſe 
of his dull and flug*ith Adminiſtration of the 
Afﬀairs of the Empire; but itis af{crted by 
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the French, that Pope Bened:t& the thirteenth , 
who,then h21d his See at «Avignon, ratihed and 
approved th2 above-mentioned Contract , for 
that Right the Popes challeng2 in the Vacancy 
of the Empire. But this Succetlion falling in 
the Confuſions of France under Charles the (e- 
venth, when the two Sons of Valentina, Charles 
Duke of Orleans, and Job» Count of Angon- 
leſme were Captive in Englend , where the firlt 
continued twenty five years , and the laſt almolt 
thirty. It was a Defign of not much difficulty 
for Francis Sforza (a man of a vigorous Re- 
ſolution and a deep ſpeculation ) who had Wed- 
ded Bona Natural Danghter to 7 hilip Maria, 
the laſt Duke of Milan, above-mention2d; in 
that intzrval of Time, and thz Deſolation of the 
Houſe of Orleans, to ſurprize and feize the 
Dutchy of Milan, of which he had procured 
and obtained an Inveſtiture of th: Emperour 
Frederick the fourth. Bur this did not (o ſuper- 
ſzde the intrinfique Right of the Houle of Or- 
leans, but 1 ewis the twelfth coming to be King 
of France, about th: Year 1498. ſo powerfull 
proſecuted his Right, thar hz expulied Lo4 ney 
Sforz.1 (whohidbya clandeſtn2 Affailmation 
deſtroyed his two Nephzws, the Sons of his 
Brother Frances aboveſud, entruſted to his 
Cuardianſhip and ProgeRion , an4 violently ra- 
viſh:d away th2 Poſſeſſion of this Dutchy) and 
hring m112 him his Priſoner, carried him into 
Franc: » wizere he dyed in Captivity in the 
Tower 
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Tower of Loches, Lewis remaining thus Ma- 
{ter of tins Dutchy, to ſecure his Claim and 
fortihe his Title , he obtained two Inveſtitures 
of the Emperour 1ſ2+:milian, the firſt in the 
Year 1506. 2rd ihe ſecondiin th? Year 1509. 
But this did .10t ſo ſupport his Poſſeſſion, but 
that towards the latter end of his Government 
he was ſupplanted by Maximilian Sforz.a, Son to 
Lodowick,, and the Concomitant Succours of 
the Suſe, with the Conſent of Maximilian the 


Emperour , who was diſguſft2d becauſe Clande 


eldeſt Daughter to Lewes who had been promi- 
ſed to his Grandchiid Charles, was Eſpouſed to 
Francs, afterwarcs Kin? of France, by the 


Name of Francs the firlt ; which Francs af- 


ter Deceaſe of Lews, being emyal'd -with 
the Diadem of France, ſo Succeſstiliy vindi- 
cated his Claim and Title , that h- regained 
this Dutchy , and rend:r2d Maximilian his 
Priſoner, but he either nevleAzad o <lic diidain- 
ed to do Homigz to the mperonr for a 
ew Inveſtture; which Contemie cf his, 
Charles th: fifth, who ſucc<2::t2d his Grard- 
father Maximilian, reented wth fo much 
Regret, that his Animoſity av1 nit Frances grew 
inveterate and implacable, which blazed out 
in the Flame of a Publiqu: War, in wt'ch 
Francs was mace Captive at the Batrel of P-- 
via, and from thence tranſported and put vnder 
Reſtriuint at cAadrid, and there remained un- 
til he purchaſed his Enf-anchiſement with a 
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plenary Releaſe and Surrender of his Right t9 
this Dutchy into the Hands of Charles the fifih» 
though the Frexch aſfirm this could onely pre- 
judice himſelf , but not the Chileren of Clawde 
his Queen , who were entitled to a Right by 
Deſcent from their Mother ; and that this Con- 
ceſſion of Madrid is null by the Fundamental 
Laws of Fraxce, which will not permit the 
Alienation of the Soveraign Rights of the Crown 
without th: Cenſent of the Eſtates Gene- 
ral; and they never ratified this Conceſſion ; 
but the aRual Poſſeſſion of the Speamard hath 
been more ſtrong than theſe Pretences, who 
have ſo ſecured their Intereſt in this Dutchy , a- 
oainſt all the Efforts and hoſtile Eruptions of the 
French, that it is ill wound up in the Patrimo- 
ny of Philip the fourth King of Spain,

IJ EN A and its circumambient Territory 
is 6tuated between the Eſtate of P:ſa, and 
_ the Patrimony of the Popes of Rgwee ,, called 
the Demeaſn of the Church. The City is by 
eAntomne in his Itinerary Ryled Sena Julia , 
to diſtinguiſh it from anether of that Name , 6i- 
tuated on the Margin or Fringes of the Adria- 
tick Gulf, and named Sera Gallica. It was 
as the Ancient Traditions of /taly teſtifie , e- 
rected by Brexnws, who here , as in ſome Infir- 
matory, did depoſite his Souldiers who were (u- 
perannuated with Age, or elſe almoſt crumbled 
away with Sicknefſe. In Times of a more mo- 
dern Aſpe& this Province was wholly devoted 
or offered up to the Intereſt of thz FaRion or 
Combination of the Gibellznes or Imperial party, 
ſo that the price was narrow and eafie at which 
they enfranchis d & purchaſed their liberty of the 
Empertour Rodoliphw, After this City and 
Province came to confeſſe the Seignory and 
Scepter of the Spemard ; but they had not been 
long reſident in their new Acquifis, but they 

; Were 
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were difſeiſed by the French, but by the ſecond 
Eruption of thoſe Spenſh they had not long be- 
fore expuiſed , they were again rooted out and 
ſupplanted ; and the King of Spar having thus 
reſcued Siena from the yoke of the French, 
conveyed all his Concernment in it to Coſmo 
de eMedices Duke of Florence about the Year 
1558. but with this Retrenchment or limi- 
tation, that the Dutchy of Szexe it ſelf ſhould 
hold in -Fee of. the Crown of Span , and the 
Cities and-Ports of Porto Hercole , Orbitills, 
Piombino, and Porto Longone , (hould be an- 
nexed to th: Crown of Speiz, and remun as 
Limbs of the Patrimony of that Diadem for 
ever;& though Porto Prombine and Longone were 
not many years fince torne from the Span 
Scepter by thz proſperous Arms of the French, 
yet the Spemjh diſcoverins how Deftruaive 
and Rninous it:would b2 to their Aﬀairs in 
ltaly, to ſuffer theſe new Intruders to be fix- 
ed in a conltant Poſſeflion of them, retrived 
them by Dint of the Sword, and are at this 
inſtant entitled to the peaceable Pofſeſſon of 
them. : |

A* STR 1 A propetly ſo called , bath on 
| the Eaft the Kingdome of ar7, on 

th: Weſt Bavaria, on the No-th On 
the South Stiri@ or Stiermarch , repreſented 
to us by the Dutch underthe Denomination of 
Oftemrick,, that is to ſay, the Eaftern King- 
dome, this being the extreme Province of Ea#- 
France, or the Exftern Kingdom of the French ; 
in the rude and unpoliſhed Latiz: of thoſe 
Times Ryted Auftrafie , whence the modern 
eAnuſtria hath borrowed its Name and extra- 
tion. Ea 

The ancient Inhabitants wer? the Quad; who 
were ſubdued by the Romans ; but th:ſe had 
ſcarcely advanced their Trophies upon the Ru- 
ines of this People , but the Marcoma:n im- 
proving their ltrength by a Confederate mixture 
with th2 Foz, diſlo{ged the Romans from their 
new Acquiſts, and Conquered part of this Pro- 
vince, and left the remainder to b2 offered up 
as a Sacrifice to the ViRorious Sword of the 
Avares. 

But theſe Boi; being ſubjugated by Clorws the 


great 
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Great, and the Avares expulſed from Pannoma 
by Charlemagne, both this and that became 
. incorporated into th: Frexch Empire , until the 
' ſubduing Pannenis by the Hungariaxs, To 
oppoſe whom, and more vigoroutly to protect 
this Province tm its Peace and vafety , ſome 
utider the Notion of Guardians or Lord Mar- 
ciers , were Deputed by the Kings agd Empe- 
rours of Germany to have an Inipection into the 
Afﬀairs of thix. Territory ; and more to reward 
and ennoble their Carte, they were adorned 
with the Title of Marquifſes. At firſt Offici- 
arie, but at laſt Hereditary 3 made fo by the 
Emperour Hemry the firſt, who cave this Pro- 
vince Azne 980. to one Leopold (urnam-d the 
Illsftrions , extrated from the Houſe of Schwa- 
ben ; and from him deſcended Leopold the fourth 
Marquiſe of Auftri«, who dying without Iſſue, 
Henry the ſecond was not onely inveſt:d with 
the Eſtate , but likewiſe with the Title of Mar- 
quitſe of Asſtria; but by the liberal Munifi- 
cence of Frederick Barbaroſſz in the Year 1158. 
was advanced to a higher Dignity and Created 
Duke of this Province by that Emperour ; and 
from him it came down to his Grandchild Les- 
/d the fifth , who ſurprized Richard the firſt, in 
is Return from th2 Holy War ; and having 
made him his Captive, obtained ſo plentiful a 
Raniome for his Rede:nption , that with it he 
Purchaſed Stiermark and the Counties of Neo- 
bourg and Lintz, and Circumſcribed "_ 
wit 
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| witha Wall ; and this Leopold had Iflue Frede- 
rick, the Warlke, who for ſome Enterpriſes 
wherein he exhibited ſignal Teſtimonies of his 
Courage , Was made King of eAuitria by Fre- 
derick_the ſecond Emperour of Germany ; but 
he Deceaſing without Iflue , Ortocarms Son of 
Wenceſlans King of Bohemia, being fortified 
with 2 Right derived from Margaret Siſter to 
this Frederick,, entered upon his newly eſta- 
bliſied Monarchy, adding thereto, a$ an increaſe 
of Patrimony, the Countries of Car:xthbia, and 
( armola, which he had Purchaſed of Ulric the 
laſt Prince thereof ; but being Vanquiſhed and 
Slain by Rode/phus of Hapsberg not long before 
advanced to the German Empire in the Year 
I 346. he conferred the Poſlſefhion of theſe large 
Acquiſts on his eldeſt Son Albert with the Title 
of Duke of eAsftris , about the Year 1298, 
But though theſe new Conquetis were incorpo- 
rated into the Demeaiſn of Albert , by the (uc- 
cefsful Sword of his Father , yet was their Title 
better ſecured and ſupported by Marriage ; for 
he Wedded Elizabeth Daughter of Meinard 
Earl of Tirol and Elizabeich his Wife , the 
Daughter of Gertrude, who Was Daughter to 
Hewry Brothec to Frederick the Warliks ; which 
Gertrude Matched with Hermanus Marquiſſe of 
Badex, by whom ſhe bad Freder:ck Beheaded 
at Naples by Charles of Valow, 1268. And 
this Elizabeth aboveſaid, in whoſe Right Albers 
became entitled to Asſtri«, Troll, and _ 
other 
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other Opulent and conſiderable Poſſefſions elſe- 
where ; and from him did this Dutchy by De- 
ſcent devolve to Albert the ſxth, who ( as ſome 
Records and tiiſtories afſert ) afſumed the Style 
of Arch-Duke, about the Year 1430. and much 
enhaunſed his Grandeur and Revenue by Match- 
ing with El;zabeth Heir of S:g:ſmand King of 
Hwnger) and of Bohemia, (he adding thoſe 
two Crowns to his Pat:iinony ; and he left Iflue 
Lad;ft.,s,Nho Deceafng Childlefſe, Frederick 
the ſecond, being extracted f:om Leopold one of 
the Sons of Albert the third Duke of Axſlria 
ſurnamed the Shorr,was by a Right lowing from 
him entitled to this Dukedome ; and he had Iflue 
Maximilian the firſt, from whom this Dutchy 
devolved ſucceſſively to his.two Grandchildren 
Charles the fifth, and Ferdinand the firſt. The 
Jatt of which had Iſſue Maximlien the ſecond); 
from whom the Title was conducted down to his 
two Sons Rodol{ph the third , and Matthias, who 
both Deceafing without Iflue, the Title was in- 
veſted in their Kinſman. Ferdinand the ſecond 
Duke of Gratz, Son of Charles Duke of Ax- 
ftria. youngeſt Son of Ferdinand the firlt ; from 
whom itis tcanſmitted to his Grandchild Leo- 
pold Ignatins , the inftant Emperour of Ger. 
many. | 
Stiria or Stiermark, is bounded on the North 
with Asftria, on the South with Carmhia, on 
the Ealt with Hungery , onthe Weſt with Ca- 
rizthia likewiſe.

But when it was rent off 
from the Kowan Empire it obtained the Fame 
of Stiermark , which had an Aſpe& upon the 
Ancent Inhabitants the Taxriſci, It was firſt 


erected into an Earldome 1n the perſon of one 


Ottocarmns , Who was Dignified with the Title of 
Earl by (onrade the ſecond. And this Title 
continued until Leopold the fourth was created 
Marquifſe of Stiermwark, by the Emperour of 
Germany, for the Time being; and fromhim the 
Right of Succefſhon tranſported this Province to 
his Son Ortocarxs the fourth , who was adorned 
with the Title of Duke of Stiria by Frederick, 
Barbaroſſa. But he being without hope of Iflue, 
and infe&ed with the .incurable Niſeaſe of the 
Leprofcie , conveyed his Intereſt and Concern- 
ment in this Province to.

| eſt Sonof Ferdinaxd the firſt, commonly cal- 
led Charles Duke of Gratz, Father to Ferdinand 
th2 ſecond, who was Succeflor to Matthias in 
the Empire, and Heir General likewiie to that 
Complicated Intereft he enjoyed in Anftr:i«,and 
the reft of the ERates incorporate with it, where 
it hath ever ſince remained ſo united, that it 1s 
not probable for the future, that ic will ſo unpo- 
lit:quely be diſmembered from it. 

Carinthia and Carmola are two other Pro- 
vinces which in-orce the Grandeur and (well the 
Patrimony of the Auftries Family. The firſt 
Called Karnten in Dutch, is dounded on the Eaſt 
with Stzermark_, on the Welt with the Biſhop- 
rick of Sakzhowrg, onthe North with Auſtria, 
on the South with Carmols.

which were both diſpoſed off in ſucceeding - 
Timeg at will of the Emperours , as their In- 
tereſt guided them. Nor waSthe Title fixed in 
any Houſe , until it devolved to Henry Son of 
Englebert Preſident of 1ſtria, in which Family 
it remained under this Hemry , his Brother 
Englebert , Ulric the fickt , Hemry the ſecond , 
Herman and Hlric the 2d. the laſt who was inti- 
tuled to theſe Provinces ; who by Matching with 
Agnes Siſter and Heir of Ortho the ſecond Duke 
of Meranss, linked that Eſtate to his former Pa- 
trimony.But beins ancient andIflue-lefle,he con- 
veyed his Intereſt here to Ortocarme Kin? of By. 
hemia and Duke of eAuſtria, by whom theſe 
Countries were {urrendred to Rodolphus of Hab- 
erg , as an Oblation .to that Peace which was 
ſolemnly fipulated between them. And though 
Rodolphas gave Carinthia to Mainard Earl of 
Tiroll (in Right of whoie Daughter, A/berr the 
Son of Rodelphas was enftated in Auſtria) yer 
upon the expiration 2 ns the Son Os 
With- 
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without Iflue Male, it devolved (according to a 
Pre-contract ) unto Albert the Short , eldeſt 
Son of Albert , and Grandchild of Rodo/phas , 
continued ever fince annexed to that Family , 
though not alwa\es reſident in the Chuict Houle 
of Auftrie, 

In this Province of - Carmola 15 the Town and 
little Territory of Gori aactently ltyled Ne- 
rei , and was in elder Times of that Repute 
that the Proprietary of it was acorned with the 
Title of an Earl;he that had the Dignity ot Coumt 
of Goritz,, was Albert ſecond Son to Mainerd 
Earl of T7rroll , who deveſted himſelf of the 
Propriety of it, to fix the Title on him ; and in 
the Deſcendant Line of this Albert it continued 
until the Year 1500. and then Leoxard the laſt 
Earl thereof dying without Iflue, it was ſeiſed 
on by Maximilian the Emperour as his next vi- 
ſible Heir , whoſe Succefſors both in the Houſe 
of Auſtria and Empire alſo, inter-weave the 
Title of Earl of Goritz in their uſual Style.

the Azuli, Latovict, Werciam, Jaſſij\, and 
Ofersates ; as likewiſe the Ercuneales , Brenct, 
Araviſesi , and Scordiſci Inhabited; the ficli of 
which extended their Dwellings to the Eaſt, as | 

_ the laſt inlarged their Habitations to the Weſt, , 
But all theſe above mentioned were either very 
much broken , or elie forced to ſurrender them- J 
ſelves to the Succeſsful Sword of the Romans, | 
 Anmopoſt urbem Conditam 719. Lucius Cormifi- | 
cis, and Sextus Pompeins being Conſuls ; and 
after they had been planted in the Pofleffion of | 
this Province for ſome Centuries of years, their | , 
Tenure and Title was diſordered by the Invah- | 
ons of the (hun; or Huns, who uuder the | 
Command of Balamzr their General, in ſeve- 
ral Encounters, ſo difipirited the Power and | 
bruiſed the Force of the Romgans, that they a- | 
bandoned 
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dandoned this Province to the Poſſeſſion of theſe 
new Conquerours ; but the ſame Viciffitude 
which caſt out the Roygars, roll'din upon theſe 
Huns , and cruſhed them with the Wheel of 2 
Revolution %uke the former ; for the Winmthi of 
Longobards , having both infeſted theſis Hns 
with many Inroads, and afflited them in many 
fortunate Encounters, fo walled their Strength, 
and impaird their Armies, that they gave up 
themſelves and thisProvince, as a Cheap Obla- 
tion to the Trinmphs of theſe Victorious Longo- 
bards ; but theſe being called by Narſes into /- 
taly, to reinforce is Armies ( who then were 
in Contelt with the Goths for the Soveraignty of 
that Territory ) diſcarded the Cold and Barren 
Fields of Hungary to ſet:le on the Warmer 
Champaign of Lombardy, where under the Go- 
vernment and Scepter of Alboinws, they eret- 
ed their Longobardian Kingdome, The Longe- 
bards having thus left the Stage, the Avares or 
Avarim , a People dropp'd out of the Boſome 
| of Sarmatia , about the Raign of Tiberius the - 
ſecond Emperour of. Greece , entered under the 
ConduQ'of Cagarnns or Chas , an Heroick but 
Merciful ( Clefnency and Magnanimity are 
twins ) Cheiftane , who firſt diſſipated the For-" 
ces employed to break him by Tiberins above- 
ſaid, and then after a Bloody Decifien fubdued 
Cometiolus Lieutenant to the Emperour © Mas- 
7:11 , Succeſſor to Tiberinas, and the Forces 
marſhall'd under his Condue ; which Empe- 
cour attempting to repair the Diſhonour con-

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tracted by this Defeat , had his Endevours fru- 
ſtrated by that execrable and perhidious Aſlafh- 
nation; which was acted on him by tis Bloody 
Servant Phocas ; which Murther io untetled and 
diſordered all thoſe hinges which ſtxtezned the 
Frame of the Grec:az Empire , that thete Ava- 
res and their Commanders taking the Advantage 
of its int<ltin2 Diſtractions , not only reduced | 
Hungary to their ſubjeRion, bur likewile ſo ex- 
'tended their Conqueſts , that in the Rajgn of 
| Phocas aboveiaid, and the Emperour Heraclius, 
th2y Forraged to the Gates of ( onft antinople ; 
and having thus broken the Power of the Greeks, 
theynext Aﬀlaulted the Goth: and Gepide , who 
; _ yet poſſeſt ſome part of Hungary; and after 
| many Conflicts and Diſputes with theſe tougher 
Nations about their Title, they ſupplanted theſe 
alſo, and aflzrtzd the entire Pofſefſhon to them- | 
ſelv<s ; and here they ſetled in a quiet and un- 
diiturbed Reſidence , until the Government of 
Charles the Great; and then he having like a 
Wairlz-wind, caſt out thoſe Nations which op- 
poted itm , ſhivered theſe into 'a wilde Dif. 
perſon, and by his Victorious Arms diſlodged 
them from the Poſſeſion of this Kingdome ; af- 
ter their Exit 'this Province was ſubſervient 
to th: Commands of th: Germ Emperours ; 
_ until. » Lrawlphws beins Aſſaulted by the fierce 
Imprefſons of Suaxtobogries King of Moravia, 
Called in the Hungars, a People of Scithia , 
wandering in Sarmatia Earopea, and not 
tied or fixed to any certain abode , to his ſup- 
port 
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port and Aſſiſtance, and they ſo generouſly 
_ cruſhed the Attempts , and repulſed the Aflaults 
even to the Emperour and his Armies , that to 
reward fo ſignal and generous pertormances , 
ArnfW« Inveited them in the Poflettion of 
Parnnoma, and by a 2rateful elevation acvanced 
Caſala their Leader, to the Title of Duke of 
this Province ; and he to perpetuate to Polteri- 
ty the Memory of 'this Magnificent Donation , 
diſcarded the Ancient Name of Panzonia , and 
unpoled that of Hungary ( an Appellation ex- 
traced from ths People above mentioned ) up- 
 onit; and from him it came down to his ereat 
Grandchild Stepher the fourth Duke of Hunga- 
ry, In whom that Title ceaied , and was im- 
proved to the more eminent Dignity of Kang ; 
which Office by the tranſmiſhon of Deſcent , 
paſſed along to his Succeſſor Srephen the fourth 
of that Name King of Hungary ; and he deter- 
mined in Mary his ſole Heit , who by Match- 
1n2 with Charles the I ame , Son of Charles K.

was Siſter and Heir to Lew above-ſaid, was In- 
velted with th: Crown of Hungary; and from 
* him the Scepter of this Kingdom was tranſported 
by the Devolution of ſeveral Deſcents to Ferd:- 
and the third Emperour of Germany, who upon 
his late Deceaſe hath left it to be weilded by his 
Son and Heir Leopoldus [gnatives, who now is pla- 
ced on the Hungarian Throne,

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veral multiplied Conqueſts, the ancient Inhabi- 
rants call'd the Liburm and lyrij, mingled with 
ſome allay of the neighbouring Nations, or ra- 
ther Co'wnies of the Fapodes, the Scirtari, the 
Maza,the Peruiſteythe Derrij, Cerauni 1, Daur- 
fu, Varde, Siculote, Sardiote, and others of 
more deſpicable Eftimate. Bur lone the Sclaves 
had not ſetled in this Province , bur their Diſor- 
ders unſetled them ; for by their Mutinies and 
Rebellions againſt their Governours, which con- 
cluded (till in their ſlaughter and Ruin, they fill'd 
the State with -Anarchie and Viciſſitude , and 
were never calm or fixed, until the ſeveral Tribes 
to allay this Dittemper , had Princes who tuc- 
ceeded one another ina more Regular Method, 
under the Title of Kings of Croatia; and in this 
Capacity it remained until the Year 970, when 
having worried and harrafſed their Neighbours 
by Pyracies and other ats of Devaſtation, the 
Venetians , inflamed by theſe Aﬀronts, to expi- 
ate their Depredations with a juſt Revenge, in 
ſeveral Conflicts ſo embaſed and retrench'd theic 
Power, that Zelamirze the laſt King, Deceafing 
without Iflue, bequeathed the Kingdome to his 
Wife, and ſhe by a willing Donation transferr'd 
her Intereſt to her Brother Ladi/lazes the Sang, 
King of Hungary, ſo that it hath had its Title 
ever ſince ſo1involved and wound up in the Fate 
and Fortune of Hungary, that by Ann the Siſter 
and Heir of K. Lewzs, who periſhed in the Ruin 
of the Battel of Mohatz,, it accrued to Fer- 
d;nand the firſt Emperour of Germany ; and 
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from him-by the Traverlſes of ſeveral Deſcents, 
did it paſſe along, untill at laſt it 1s now come to 
confeis the Soveraignty of Leopoldus Ignatins 
now Emperour of Germa«y.
